Definitely a rare note, we have auctioned only two different examples with the second piece formerly residing in the Eric Newman Collection. The 
Newman note graded PCGS Apparent 35 and realized $20,400 on November 1, 2017. That example and our current offering are the only two notes of the 
entire six denomination issue to be a part of our auctions. Also, Track & Price documents three notes for the entire issue and two of those examples are 
this piece and the Newman note discussed above. Also, we know that while John Ford had three notes from this issue in his collection, neither of those 
were of the $1/8 denomination. The 1750 Massachusetts issue consisted of only denominations of less than a dollar. Prior to this issue, there were three 
different currencies in use in the colony from previous issues, Old, Middle, and New tenor bills. Inflation caused the values of each issue to differ, requir- 
ing merchants to use specially printed conversion charts in order to be able to transact business. 


The British government sent the Massachusetts-Bay Colony 21 tons of Spanish silver coins along with 10 tons of British coppers in 1749 as reimburse- 
ment for the assistance provided to the Lewisburg expedition during the French and Indian War of 1754-63. Once Massachusetts-Bay had specie, they 
passed the Currency Reform Act of 1749, requiring that all outstanding notes be redeemed between March 31, 1750 and March 31, 1751 and securing the 
new issue with the hard money received from the Crown. 


The new notes included the phrase, RESTITUIT REM, seen encircling the pine tree vignette at right on this example, which translates as, “the situation 
has been restored.” The British did not take kindly to this and passed an act on September 21, 1751 severely limiting the colony’s ability to issue paper 
money. No additional notes were issued by Massachusetts until May 25, 1775 when Paul Revere printed notes that were issued in order to pay the soldiers 
who would soon fight at Bunker Hill. 


This rarely seen note will certainly cause a stir amongst Colonial collectors. It has beautifully engraved woodcut borders and set type was used. The 
designs include the previously mentioned pine tree, along with a codfish at bottom center. The signatures of J. Quincy and A. Bordman remain clearly 
visible. The note has been backed with a piece of ruled paper to reinforce the center splits and therefore resulting in the Apparent grade. However, our 
Colonial collectors should not let this fact prevent them from bidding on this rarity.

The organization was 
the brainchild of Assistant Treasurer Tench Coxe and was seconded by 
Alexander Hamilton who was the U. S. Treasurer. The money that the 
society raised help to found the city of Patterson which was named after 
Governor William Patterson. PMG has noted that this is “Stained,” which 
is primarily seen at the upper right portion of the sheet. Indent seen at left 
and three sheet margins on the other sides. An interesting facet of its lay- 
out is that each ticket has a different letter at left, which spells out NEW

The note is boldly signed by Henry 
Middleton, Thomas Lynch, Miles Brewton, Benjamin Huger, and Roger 
Smith. Their backgrounds and fates tell the story of the American 
Revolution. Middleton served briefly as the President of the Continental 
Congress but struggled with the concept of Independence. Benjamin 
Huger was killed by friendly fire in 1779 while serving in the war. Miles 
Brewton (along with his family) was lost at sea months after he signed 
this note while travelling to Philadelphia to attend the Continental 
Congress. The note is in remarkably intact and bright, with just two small 
patches added to reinforce two small ink erosion areas in the serial num- 
ber (bottom margin) and date (in “May”).

His manufacturing plant was located in 
Lowell, Massachusetts. This number is listed without any values in The 
Standard Catalogue of Encased Postage Stamps by Michael J. Hodder 
and Q. David Bowers and is unlisted in Friedberg. In Fred Reed’s refer- 
ence, Civil War Encased Stamps The Issuers and Their Times, he men- 
tions seven auction appearances between 1891-1994 for this rarity. Our 
consignor acquired this lightly circulated example in 2013. It does not 
have any flaws save for a tiny flyspeck on the stamp at 7 o'clock. The 
Benjamin Franklin stamp has retained its dark blue color and is nicely 
centered. The olive-brown encasement is extremely nice, and the mica is 
intact. Ayer’s Cathartic Pills were for treating a variety of ailments that 
affected the stomach, liver, and bowels. “The Currency to Pass” motto on 
the reverse is a pun for those suffering from constipation. The pills were 
sugar coated and sold in small oval, wooden boxes. A highly prized piece 
for all of the collections that it has been in and also of the next collection 
that it joins.

Fine. 

Another rarity from this top drawer collection as Reed gives this num- 
ber a rarity rating of R-8, five to ten known. Reed’s auction data shows 
22 appearances, including duplication, offered for sale over 104 years, 
1891-1994. The case is a problem-free even, medium brown, the stamp is 
beautifully centered and quite fresh, and the mica has only a few non-dis- 
tracting problems at its very edge. This piece was last in our offices when 
we auctioned the Frederick Mayer Collection in September 2007.

Fred Reed’s rarity rating for this number is R-9 for two to four examples 
known. Reed was able to find a meager eleven auction appearances dur- 
ing the years of 1891-1994. The Hodder-Bowers reference does not give a 
population figure, but they do say, “the Bates encasements are among the 
rarest of the series.” The Bates piece in this lot is very nice. The case has a 
fair amount of silvering remaining on the golden-brown reverse and the 
stamp is very well centered with a couple of wrinkles. A very important 
fact is that the mica is crystal clear save for a short lamination at bottom 
center. This number is a key for Encased Postage due to the very low sur- 
vival rate and therefore is lacking from many collections.

Goods Extremely Fine. 

Fred Reed considered the Bates 12¢ “Fancy Goods” spelled as two sepa- 
rate words variety to be an R-9, indicating a mere two to four known. 
Fred was able to find only 16 auction appearances during the years 1891- 
1904, though the first documented sighting of this number did not take 
place until 1905. It is not valued in any grade in Reed’s summary on page 
463 of his Encased Postage tome. We have offered only one example and 
that was this very piece in September 2007 as part of The Frederick Mayer 
Collection. The encasement is a natural dark color with a lighter center, 
the black Washington stamp is centered a tiny bit to the left, but is a nice 
companion for the case, and the mica is definitely above average and 
quite clear with only a few small surface marks. All this boils down to is a 
great example of a great rarity.

Extremely Fine. 

Reed considers this Five Cent to be the most common denomination for 
Brown’s, rating it as an R-4, which indicates 31 to 40 known. We agree 
with his assessment. The case is a most attractive, natural medium brass 
color; the stamp is wonderfully bright; and the mica has quite a number 
of surface marks along with some crazing at the edges. There is a small 
area of heavy crazing at the bottom of the left tab. We sold this same 
Encased Postage for $750 a decade ago as part of The Honorable William 
H. Kelly Collection.

20081 HB-65 EP-103 Reed-BT10 10¢ Brown’s Bronchial Troches 
Extremely Fine. 

A large amount of silvering remaining on the reverse is what sets this 
example apart from most of the other HB-65 pieces. In fact, the silvering 
approaches nearly 100% on the back. We have auctioned only one other of 
this number with silvering and it had what we described as just a “touch.” 
The green Washington stamp is centered and there are a couple of wrin- 
Kles visible. The mica does have scattered crazing, but most of it is con- 
fined near the top and bottom edges. The silvering makes it an important 
example. Both Reed and Hodder-Bowers have population figures in the 
15 to 20 range, but far fewer in that range have been able to hold on to 
their original silvering.

The case is a solid XF with a nice natural medium brass color and bright- 
er original highlights behind the letters. The stamp is nearly fully bright 
and quite well centered, but it has a small missing piece, immediately to 
the left of “One Cent.” The stamp also has a couple wrinkles. The mica 
has some minor separations at the very edges, but is essentially clear. 
Reed considers this to be an R-8 indicating five to ten known, a number 
with which we agree. We have offered four different examples in the past. 
That number includes our current offering as it was part of the William 
H. Kelly Collection that we auctioned in January 2012.

Hat and fur dealer F(rederick) Buhl & Co. was the only Detroit firm to 
sign up for Gault’s Encased Postage. Buhl was a former one term mayor 
of Detroit in 1848, though he did not pursue the municipal position. This 
is only the fourth example of HB-69 that has been a part of our auctions. 
Reed’s rarity is R-8, five to ten known and Hodder-Bowers states that this 
denomination is extremely rare and less than ten 5¢ pieces survive. The 
encasement has a few “bruises” on the edge from the pitfalls of circula- 
tion, the Jefferson stamp is faded, and the mica has crazing at top and 
bottom, but a large swath through the middle is mostly clear. F. Buhl & 
Co. is viewed by H-B as a stumbling block for those wishing to complete a 
merchant type collection. Here is one piece that will allow one collector to 
hurdle that stumbling block.

This high quality 
example has an olive-green encasement where a nicely centered dark blue 
stamp with a wrinkle resides. The reverse of the case has a large amount 
of silvering remaining. The mica exhibits crazing with a small lamination 
at 2 o'clock. A nicely preserved piece on this better denomination for this 
issuer.

An attractive brown case is observed along with a centered dark green 
stamp that has a couple of wrinkles.

This is a better 
than average candidate for this merchant and denomination.

Fred Reed assigned to this number a rarity rating of R-9, two to four 
known, but he also states that there are only four known of this denomi- 
nation on this Massachusetts clothier. Also, the Reed reference auction 
census shows a mere twelve appearances during the years 1891-1994 and 
that figure undoubtedly includes much duplication. The Hodder-Bowers 
book states that there are two or three known. Our archives reveal that 
we have had only a single example cross our auction block and that was 
almost 15 years ago. The olive-brown encasement has a couple of trivial 
spots on the rim, a slightly faded stamp that shows a couple of horizontal 
wrinkles, while the mica reveals crazing that is visible when the piece is 
rotated before a light source. A rare piece that certainly has more pursu- 
ers than examples for collectors to compete for.

Only the fourth example we have offered in the last 20 years with the last 
opportunity before tonight being in January 2012.

Reed considers it to be an R-8, five to ten known. The Hodder-Bowers ref- 
erence states, “..fewer than six specimens have been traced.” The Stack’s 
2004 Western Collection Sale stated, “Very rare: there may be only about 
six of these known, making this the rarer of the two Cook denomina- 
tions.” The Dunham Collection was lacking this denomination. The 
Jefferson stamp is centered and in nice condition, while the olive-brown 
encasement is nicely toned. The mica is intact and there is some crazing 
at the edge. A piece that cannot help but be a very nice addition to an 
Encased Postage collection.

Henry A. Cook ran a grocery business with the name of “Eureka Bazaar.” 
This number is rated as an R-7 with 11 to 15 known according to the Reed 
reference and the Hodder-Bowers reference concurs with, “About twelve 
10¢ pieces are known. The example in this lot possesses a very nice medi- 
um brown encasement with a centered stamp. The mica is very substan- 
tially clear, with just a couple of small laminations. All of the components 
of this 10¢ add up to one very nice example. This is a very difficult piece 
to obtain for a merchant set with Cook issuing only two denominations 
for a combined total of up to 25 known.

The 1¢ Dougan is considered to be an R-7 by Reed with 11 to 15 known.

John A. Dougan was one of three hatters 
that commissioned orders for Encased Postage. However, for all of the 
issuers no matter what the occupation, Dougan was the only one to use 
an illustration of his product on the encasement as a top hat adorns the 
reverse of his very desirable pieces. The stamp is dark blue and centered 
just a trifle to the left. The wording is sharp on the reverse with traces of 
luster, and the top hat emblem is certainly welcomed. The mica is very 
clear with just a few minor impairments. A premium example that should 
require a premium bid for its next owner to take home.

McAlpin was a wholesaler of dry goods that was located in Cincinnati. 
They were still in business until near the end of the 20th century. John 
W. Ellis would go on to become the president of the First National Bank 
of Cincinnati charter number 24 during the years of 1863-66 and again 
in 1868-69. We have auctioned three examples of this rare number with 
the last offering being over a decade ago. The 5¢ is listed by Reed as an 
R-8, five to ten known. Hodder-Bowers states, “We know of only four 5¢ 
pieces, one of which is permanently impounded in the Western Reserve 
Historical Society.” An attractive Jefferson stamp resides within the 
cleaned encasement and the mica is intact with a scratch.

There is a disparity between the two references when it comes to this 
number. Reed considered the 10¢ to be an R-5, with 21 to 30 known, 
while Hodder and Bowers state, “six specimens of the 10¢ denomination 
have been traced, two of which are in institutional collections.” We sus- 
pect that the correct number is more in line with eight to ten known. The 
encasement displays a large amount of red within the protected areas of 
the lettering. The stamp is centered a little to the left and the mica shows 
some lamination and crazing.

We are fortunate to have two examples of this hatter with his top hat 
illustration on the reverse in our auction. Reed lists a rarity rating of 
R-7, 11 to 15 known. Hodder-Bowers is a little more conservative in their 
assessment as they mention that all Dougan Encased Postage is rare with 
the 3¢ having a population figure of fewer than ten. This example has a 
little faded stamp that is centered and there is a small dent in the the right 
tab. The back exhibits toning mostly amongst the lettering on the reverse. 
There is crazing in the mica, but most of it is below Washington’s chin. It 
remains a worthy example on this elusive issuer.

Reed shows 24 auction appearances, with duplication, for this number 
during his 104-year survey period and he considered EM24 to be an R-8, 
with five to ten examples known. Hodder-Bowers enumeration of this 
number results in a statistic of “about 10 different examples known.” We 
have auctioned a total of five examples previously. The stamp has faded a 
degree and has a wrinkle. The centering is shifted just a tiny amount to 
the left. The encasement is nice with an olive-green obverse and a choco- 
late brown reverse. The mica is intact, but there is scattered crazing and a 
couple of small laminations. This is the only denomination of six issued 
by Ellis, McAlpin & Co to be valued in H-B.

Evans encasements were produced in violation of Gault’s patent. They 
were not made by Scovill Manufacturing Co. and the “fabric” of the 
encasement is somewhat different, with more rounded rims, a concave 
back, a thin mica, and a hollow feel and sound that indicates no card- 
board backing was inserted behind the stamp. This piece has a bright 
brass case, an attractive stamp centered a tiny bit to the right, and mica 
that looks ideal head-on, but tilting the piece brings crazing and cloudi- 
ness into view. This example also has a reverse that is rotated 90 degrees 
instead of the usual medal alignment for Encased Postage. We auctioned 
five examples of this number during the years 2006-12 and not a single 
piece afterwards, until tonight.

The Reed reference considers this to be an R-7, 11 to 15 known. Reed’s 
auction census indicates 48 appearances with many duplicates during 
his 104 year time period, yet the 3¢ pieces are rarely seen. This is only 
the fourth example we have auctioned dating back to the 20th century. 
The Hodder-Bowers book states that the 3¢ is represented by fewer than 
10 and probably around six examples of the 3¢ value survive. We tend 
to believe the Hodder-Bowers reference to be closer to being accurate in 
this instance. The mica has a “pushed in” appearance on this example, 
which is very typical for Evans pieces, as they lack the cardboard behind 
the stamp. The mica for this piece is variously cracked and crazed, hav- 
ing been pushed into the hollow encasement. However, all of the mica 
is still present. The attractively toned case exhibits luster within the let- 
tering. Medal alignment is the order of the day for Encased Postage, but 
this piece is rotated nearly 90 degrees. Evans was one of the first eastern 
agents for the California wine industry, but this Philadelphia publisher 
and bookseller is known best among numismatists as the publisher for 
the long running book, Illustrated History of the United States Mint.

Tremont House About New. 

The 1¢ denomination of this merchant is surprisingly scarce, if not down 
right rare. Fred Reed’s auction survey shows only 25 appearances from 
1891-1994, which of course includes heavy duplication. Reed rates the 
piece as an R-8, indicating five to ten known, a number with which we 
are in agreement. This example was purchased out of our auction of the 
Frederick Mayer Collection and in turn Mr. Mayer acquired it from the 
John J. Ford, Jr. Collection in 2004. The attractive encasement has a con- 
siderable amount of silvering remaining amongst the lettering. The stamp 
is beautifully centered with ideal color with just a trace of a wrinkle. The 
mica for the most part is clear, with only minor crazing at the outer edges, 
primarily above the left tab and between 4 and 5 o'clock. A desirable piece 
and the first we have auctioned since the lesser graded Eric Newman 
example crossed our auction block in January 2017.

Tremont House About New. 

The 12¢ Gage Brother(s) & Drake Tremont House is an extremely rare 
piece. The Tremont House was a leading Chicago Hotel with the pro- 
prietors being George W. and David A. Gage and John B. Drake. The 
Hodder-Bowers book states, “The 12¢ value is an extreme rarity in the 
series; only two specimens can be accounted for presently.” Fred Reed 
considered it an R-9, meaning two to four known. The 12¢ denomination 
was not even known to Encased Postage specialists until 1939. We now 
know of only four examples of this denomination for these three lodging 
entrepreneurs. The nicely toned piece in this lot exhibits luster in areas 
protected by the lettering. The stamp is centered and the intact mica 
shows some crazing near Washington’s hair and above. Rarity and condi- 
tion make this example a winner in all respects.

An extreme rarity and only the second different example that we have auctioned. Reed considers the 1¢ Ribbed to be an R-9 with only two to four known. 
His canvassing of 1891-1994 auction catalogues resulted in a tally of a mere eleven appearances for this ribbed variety that made its first appearance to 
the collecting community at large in 1905. The efforts of Hodder-Bowers produced a little lower figure of less than six pieces known. Several famous col- 
lections lacked an example of this number including the Lilly, Perl, Dunham, and Western Collections. The encasement is in very nice condition with 
toning on the periphery of the reverse and the ribbing on the tabs is easily identifiable. The attractive stamp is well centered and the mica is mostly clear 


save for crazing near the edges. A beauty that is fit for the finest of collections.

Extremely Fine. 

John Gault was the inventor of encased postage and his reverse design 
consisted of only a patent date and his name in small type. This piece 
sports a heavily silvered wash back, where a little bit of the wash has 
found its way onto the right tab. The dark green ink stamp remains 
well centered. The mica has a couple of scratches and minor crazing, 
but is otherwise intact. Also, the olive-green case is so close to being 
perfect. Overall, it is an exceptional example.

A delightful example of this higher denomination with a well centered 
stamp displaying its original black ink color. The mica is near-perfect 
with a tiny scratch at 4:30 o'clock and a small amount of crazing at 1 
o'clock. The olive-brown case is in really nice condition even with the 
small spot found on the reverse over the first “2” within the patent 
date. This is an ideal example for representing the scarce 12¢ denomi- 
nation.

The 90¢ J. Gault is considered an R-8 by Reed, five to ten examples known, while Hodder-Bowers estimates the 90¢ and several other denominations on 
this issuer have populations of fewer than 15 each. We have previously auctioned three different examples of this excessively rare number in the last 17 
years. The piece in this lot has an ideal blue “Washington” stamp and is well centered. The encasement is a tan-brown color with some toning near the 
edge. We also observed that the mica is in splendid condition and is almost entirely clear over the portrait. This is a very tough denomination on all issu- 
ers to acquire and this example will become a highlight in its next owner’s collection.

Extremely Fine. 

The Irving House hotel was under the new management of George 
W. Hunt and Charles W. Nash and they became John Gault’s first 
customer. Gault’s patent notice on the reverse is larger than on any 
other piece of Encased Postage. This denomination is not valued in the 
Hodder-Bowers reference and they comment that under five examples 
are known. Encased Postage is one of the few remaining areas of 
numismatics where truly rare items can be obtained for a nominal 
fraction of the cost of more mainstream rarities. The case has been 
cleaned and there is a minor edge bump from once being dropped. 
The stamp is bright with the mica entirely complete and with minor 
crazing at left. Nonetheless, a premium bid will be in order to acquire 
this rarity.

Extremely Fine. 

The first of this number that we have offered in over five years when 
the Eric Newman example crossed our auction block. The 10¢ Plain 
Frame Hunt & Nash is considerably rarer than its Ribbed Frame coun- 
terpart. Fred Reed classified it as a Rarity-8+, indicating five to seven 
known. Reed canvassed auction records from 1891-1994 and docu- 
mented 33 appearances of the 10¢ Plain Frame Irving House type and 
73 appearances by the Ribbed Frame type. Though some appearances 
include duplication, the rarity ratio of two to one appears valid. The 
encasement is yellow-brown and the stamp has a couple of tiny dark 
specks, but is otherwise sound. The mica is intact with the usual craz- 
ing present. In summary, it is an elusive number that is attractive.

Extremely Fine. 

The Hodder-Bowers reference does not value any of the denominations 
save for the 5¢ and 10¢ types of this hotelier, while the Reed tome rates 
this number as a R-8, five to ten known. The stamp is without flaws and 
the mica is intact, but there are a few scratches and minor crazing. This 
olive-green case example advertises the Irving House’s New York City 
street address and also announces that the hotel is a proponent of the 
European Plan. We auctioned three different examples of HB-155 in 2007 
and not a single piece since, until now.

A very interesting offering where the Scott 67 5¢ buff/yellow-brown 
postage stamp was used instead of the usual Scott 75 5¢ red-brown 
postage stamp. This Encased Postage is listed as Fr. 83a with the added 
comments in the Friedberg reference of, “with buff (yellow-brown) 5 ct 
stamp 2 known.” This number was not added to the Friedberg reference 
until the 19th edition was released in 2010. Reed does not discuss this 
phenomenon of the possibility of Scott 67 stamps in encasements, but 
Hodder-Bowers does. On page 31 of The Standard Catalogue of Encased 
Postage Stamps we find the following, “The five-cent buff (“yellow- 
brown”), S(cott) 67, was in use in 1861 and could have been encased also. 
To date (1989) only one known specimen has been found in Robert Siegel 
Galleries sale of February 26 (sic), 1987.” We were able to view a copy of 
that stamp auction catalogue dated February 25-26, 1987 and during the 
first session on February 25, 1987 there is lot 173 that reads, “J. Gault, 
Ribbed Frame, 5c Brown Yellow ((Scott Encased Postage Number) EP96a, 
Fr. EP79...Extremely Rare with the Scott No. 67a Stamp.) Though lot 173 
is not Kirkpatrick & Gault as the example in this current lot, it is the firm 
of J. Gault. The centered buff color stamp has faded and has a couple of 
wrinkles. The encasement does not show any signs of tampering and is 
a nice chocolate-brown color with a couple of small indentations in the 
right tab. The mica shows a lamination at 7 o’clock and some crazing. Our 
consignor acquired this rarity in a 2011 historical auction and paid over 
$11,000 for it. Tonight, we will see how another generation of collectors 
values this rare piece.

John Gault, the inventor of encased postage, moved to New York in July

solicited advertising “on this currency.” This is only the fifth example of 
this number to participate in our auctions in the last two decades. The 
case is a nice dark brown color, while the black ink stamp has a couple of 
vertical creases. There is crazing in the mica, but the mica remains intact. 
Still, a very nice example of this elusive number.

Extremely Fine. 

Fred Reed in his opus on Encased Postage tracked down 32 auction 
appearances for this number between the years of 1891-1994. Our current 
offering is the eighth to fall under our gavel. The stamp possesses a couple 
of creases, while there is quite a bit of crazing found in the mica. The 
encasement has been polished on both sides. Our consignor’s collection 
had its beginnings many years ago thanks to a far-sighted relative.

The stamp has three 
creases and the reverse of the olive-brown encasement has attractive ton- 
ing.

The Lord & Taylor dry goods store had its beginnings in 1824 in New 
York City by Samuel Lord and John Taylor. The future department store 
went into liquidation in 2020. A vivid blue stamp awaits the next owner 
of this Encased Postage. A couple of minute dings are only on the surface 
of the mica and there is some crazing. Also, the encasement has toned 
to a nice olive-green appearance. This is only the third example of this 
number to grace our auctions in the last 20 years. Reed’s assigned rarity 
rating is R-8+, which translates to a population of five to seven known. 
The Hodder and Bowers reference does not value the 1¢ denomination, 
while stating a known population figure of five to ten. Whether five to 
seven or five to ten examples known, it is a definite rarity for the issuer 
and denomination.

A New York City establishment that sold alcohol and food and was 
described as a combination of a German delicatessen and saloon. 
“Family” was added to the name in order to have a larger target market. 
Both the Reed reference and Hodder and Bowers have similar population 
figures. Reed’s is R-4, 31-40 known, while H&B’s population is 30-40. The 
Franklin stamp is ideally centered, while the intact mica exhibits crazing 
behind Ben Franklin’s head. The olive-green encasement shows toning on 
the reverse and three letters near the right edge exhibit heavy wear. This 
is the only denomination on this emporium that is readily collectable.

Emporium Extremely Fine. 

This is a scarcer type, and quite choice. The Five Cent Mendum’s is the 
second most available denomination from the series, with a Reed rating 
of Rarity-6 (16 to 20 known.) Appealing with excellent mica exhibiting 
only some slight crazing at top and bottom. The bold stamp is reasonably 
well centered. The case is in excellent condition. This is an excellent rep- 
resentative of the issuer.

Many great collectors have come up empty handed in their pursuit of a 
piece on B.F. Miles of Peoria. Fortunately, we have a few examples in this 
auction ready to find new homes as this merchant was previously regard- 
ed as rare, but is now a Reed rarity rating of R-6 scarce with upwards of 
20 known of the 5¢ denomination. We have earlier auctioned only two 
in the preceding 15 years. The 5¢ Miles was a Reed R-8, indicating five 
to ten known with 36 auction appearances during the years of 1891-1994. 
The stamp is centered and the reverse of the olive-brown encasement 
has nicely toned. Crazing of varying degrees is found in about half of the 
mica.

The Hodder and Bowers 
reference declares Miles as the rarest merchant within Encased Postage, 
while Reed with his statistics and rarity rating will have his readers arrive 
at the same conclusion. The stamp is centered and there is crazing in the 
top and center of the mica. The olive-brown encasement has a couple of 
light scratches on the reverse running from 9 to 12 o'clock. The case is 
slightly bent, but still a presentable piece.

The reverse shows much wear on the lettering, 
but the brown encasement is uniform in appearance. Neither denomination on this issuer was listed until Ben G. Green listed both denominations in 
1905. Green would go on to exhibit his extensive collection of 135 pieces of Encased Postage at the 1911, 1912, and 1913 ANA Conventions. The year 1914 
saw him display his Encased Postage collection at the American Numismatic Society as part of the Exhibition of United States and Colonial Coins. The 
ANS exhibition dates were January 17 to February 18, 1914. However, Mr. Green passed away on January 17th.

The 3¢ Norris is an extremely rare piece, which Reed considers to be an R-9, indicating two to four known. The Hodder and Bowers reference is in the 
same neighborhood with under three known. The latter states that the 3¢ is the rarest of the four denominations issued by this Chicago bookseller. We 
know of four in total as we previously auctioned this piece in September 2007 as part of the Frederick Mayer Collection. We described it then as, “This 
one is a beauty, with a flawless AU case. The case is a light olive gold, with brighter original color behind the letters. The stamp is quite fresh for a Three 
Cent, and it is very nicely centered. The mica has a chip, crack, and craze that runs from the left tab to Washington’s nose, but it remains perfectly clear 
but for that area.” Of the four we have crossed paths with over the years, we have observed that all four have high grade cases and all four have faulty 
mica.

It definitely has the most silvering remain- 
ing that we have observed on this number. We also see an olive-gold encasement and a stamp that is a little off-center. There is crazing, but that should be 
expected if you collect this specialty.

The 
attractive encasement is of a gold-tan color with toning amongst the lettering. The Washington stamp is centered and there is a minimum of crazing in 
the mica.

Insurance Straight “Insurance” Legend Extremely Fine. 

Fred Reed’s auction survey shows only seven appearances of the 12¢ 
Straight “Insurance” legend variety during his 104 year survey of auction 
catalogues dated 1891 to 1994. However, this variety did not come to light 
until 1914. Reed considered this number to have a rarity rating of R-9, 
two to four known, while Hodder-Bowers states a population of “under 
three known.” This is the John J. Ford, Jr. piece and only the second that 
we have offered and the first since September 2007. The encasement is a 
nice olive-green color. The stamp is a little faded and rests a touch right of 
center, but this action enables the complete denomination to be exhibited. 
The top of the mica has minor laminations and there is also scattered 
crazing. In the final analysis, a rarity that is certainly more than suitable 
for any great Encased Postage collection.

Only the second example to participate in our auctions with this piece 
being the John J. Ford, Jr. example that crossed the auction block in 2004. 
Other previous owners were former ANA President T. James Clarke who 
died in 1952, and before him, it was part of the advanced Charles Gregory 
Encased Postage Collection. Mr. Gregory died in 1914 and PEO1 was 
unknown until 1908 according to the Reed reference. The reverse of the 
case has toned to a nice olive-gold appearance and the faded stamp has 
a wrinkle. The mica is intact, but is hazy. Both Reed and Hodder-Bowers 
list this piece as unique, but we know of the two different that have now 
appeared in our auctions and a third piece being part of the Josiah K. 
Lilly Collection that was sold in 1967. It does not matter if there are one, 
two, or three known, HB-201 is still excessively rare.

Reed and Hodder-Bowers are close in their assessments for this issuer 
and denomination as Reed expresses a rarity of R-8, five to ten known 
and H-B chimes in with the statement of “... barely collectable, with fewer 
than six known...” on page 155 of their reference. The stamp is a little 
faded, but the stamp exhibits very close to perfect centering. The case is 
olive-brown with scattered toning between the lettering and the beads. 
The mica is mostly clear with a lamination at 12 o’clock plus a few spots 
of crazing.

Drink Sands’ Ale Encased Postage

Fine. 

Sand’s Ale is one of the rarest of the Encased Postage merchants. Only 
two denominations definitively exist, the 5¢ and the rarer 10¢, as the 
12¢, 24¢, and 30¢ all have historic auction appearances, but none have 
proven genuine. Sands Ale burned down during the Great Chicago Fire of 
October, 1871 and was never rebuilt. The stamp is attractive and shifted 
a little to the right and the mica has a few foibles, but nothing major and 
remains intact. The case has been polished, but shows signs of toning. 
The 5¢ is considered by Reed to be an R-8 with five to ten known, which 
is slightly more than the statistic of four to six known given by Hodder- 
Bowers. This is the fifth piece to hit our auction block. The last example 
that we offered was an unpolished XF that realized $9,775 in January 
2012.

A Rarity-6 in Reed translating to 16-20 known and Hodder-Bowers gives 
a population figure of 10-15 for HB-217.

The mica displays minor craz- 
ing along the edges and scratches in the center of the mica.

Fuld 630BU-1a S. Steinfeld Sole Agent of the U.S. / Principal Depot

The 1¢ denomination on S(imon) Steinfeld is considered an R-7 by Reed, 
indicating eleven to fifteen known. Hodder-Bowers is in close agreement 
with 10 to 15 known. The 1¢ is by far the only collectable denomination 
on this issuer and the first we have offered in over four years. The case 
has retained much of its original luster on the reverse with just a couple of 
small tone spots. The blue Franklin stamp remains dark and is well cen- 
tered, but does have a light wrinkle. Most of the mica is clear with a small 
crack below Franklin and scattered crazing, but nonetheless, the mica is 
superior to most. French Cognac Bitters was a high alcohol tonic that was 
touted as a cure for cholera. Steinfeld claimed in one antebellum ad that 
his bitters relieved British troops in Crimea “in five minutes.” Included 
in this lot is a S. Steinfeld copper Civil War store card on this retail liquor 
dealer and saloon keeper. (Total: 2 items)

Extremely Fine. 

N &G Taylor is one of the rarest issuers of Encased Postage. Hodder- 
Bowers states on page 174, “Denominations known include 1¢ through 
12¢. None is really collectable.” Their population figure for this denomi- 
nation is four to six known. Fred Reed considered this denomination 
to be an R-7, indicating 11 to 15 known. A look at our archives is more 
in line with Reed’s findings. In any event, the 1¢ is the most available of 
the N & G Taylor pieces, but this is only the second HB-225 that we have 
offered in over ten years. The olive-green encasement displays a toned 
reverse, a delightful stamp that is slightly off center, and while the mica 
has a few minor impairments, it is mostly clear.

Fine. 

A private banking and specie brokers firm that was the only John Gault 
customer on foreign soil. It is said by some that the encased postage 
pieces purchased from Gault were for advertising purposes only. The 
Reed rarity rating is R-8+, five to seven known, for this number, while 
Hodder and Bowers give a population figure in the 20-30 range. We know 
that this is only the sixth example to participate in our auctions in the last 
20 years and the first in the last ten years. This issue and denomination 
is almost always seen with some degree of corrosion on the reverse. This 
possible condition may have prompted this example into being polished 
and therefore saved. The stamp is centered, while there is minor scattered 
crazing. Nonetheless, it is still desirable and attractive enough to realize 
four figures.

It has been over a decade since an example of this number has arrived at 
our premises. This very nice HB-234 has the most remaining silvering on 
the reverse for this number that we have offered. Reed rates it as an R-7 
for 11 to 15 known, while Hodder-Bowers mentions a population figure of 
six to ten on page 182 and states, “White the Hatter is one of the rarest of 
all encased postage commissioners.” This example has a bright stamp that 
is tilted to the 10 o'clock position. The mica has a minimum of crazing 
and is, for the most part, clear. White the Hatter advertises on the reverse 
that his establishment is “Under Barnum’s Museum.” A Confederate raid- 
er attempted to burn down the museum on Thanksgiving Day 1864. The 
fire was quickly extinguished, but George W. White’s inventory suffered 
smoke damage. Serious consideration should be given to add this elusive 
number to your Encased Postage inventory.

Intended as a replacement for the Montgomery $100 which was unavail- 
able, these notes were printed by the Southern Bank Note Company, 
which was the New Orleans branch of ABNCo. Only 5,798 notes were 
able to be printed before New Orleans fell in the spring of 1862. A bold 
green overprint is displayed on this “First Richmond” $100 by PMG men- 
tions a restoration that appears to be a repair near the ornamental 100 
counter at upper left.

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20129 Manuscript Endorsement “Maj. W.J. Anderson” T6 $50 1861 
PF-1 Cr. 6 PMG Choice About Unc 58. 

T5 and T6 treasury notes were the first designed and produced by the tiny 
New Orleans office of the ABNCo after the United States government 
raided ABNCo and National Bank Note Co. plants in New York City in 
late April 1861, putting a permanent end to note and bond production 
at those facilities. Pre-war vignettes were used to expedite the design 
process, but the first notes were still not placed into circulation until late 
August due to production problems encountered by the overwhelmed 
New Orleans facility. This example is endorsed “Issued by me / Sept 
21st/61 / Maj W. J. Anderson / Qr Mr Memphis / Tenn” Anderson served 
as the quartermaster for General Leonidas Polk at this time. A pretty note 
with good color on bright paper with no impairments.

Southern Bank Note Company (aka ABNCo New Orleans Office) 
designed and printed this $50. The small New Orleans office struggled 
to design and place in production new notes, tasks which it was neither 
staffed nor equipped to do well. Only 14,860 notes of this design were 
issued from January 8, 1862 through May 15, 1862. The fall of New 
Orleans at the end of April, 1862 put an exclamation point on the termi- 
nation of any further production. As was the case with all Southern Bank 
Note Co. designs, all of the vignettes are of pre-war vintage. PMG notes a 
tear repair and evidence of previous mounting.

Another popular Southern Bank Note Company (SBNC) produced note, 
this $50 was part of a four subject, four value sheet comprising $5, $10,

and was able to ship 14,860 sheets before production was terminated with 
the fall of New Orleans in late April, 1862. This note has seen time in 
circulation but is uncancelled and has thankfully avoided any repairs or 
meaningful condition impairments. This pleasing note will be a welcome 
addition to many Confederate collections.

We originally 
auctioned this exact sheet in September 2018 to the tune of $1,200. All 
eight notes are pen signed by Thos. J. Miller and R.H.L. Tighe. Ink burn 
is found in Miller’s signature with most of it confined to his large middle 
initial “J.”

Designed and printed by the New Orleans branch of the ABNCo under 
the banner of the Southern Bank Note Co., this $20 was part of a four 
subject sheet comprising $5, $10, $20, and $50 values. The branch office 
had minimal staffing and facilities to design and produce large quantities 
of bank notes from the ground up and deliveries were dogged by delays. 
Only 14,860 notes were issued between January and May 1862. The fall 
of New Orleans at the end of April 1862 abruptly ended any further deliv- 
eries as the plates apparently were captured by the occupiers. The note 
features all pre-war vignettes, a step taken to expedite the design process. 
The note’s red-orange protective elements retain much of their original 
color and brightness.

In 2014, Fricke was aware of somewhere between 21 and 50 uncut sheets 
of this type and we are not aware of anything that has happened to 
change that assessment. With ten notes crammed onto this sheet layout, 
it is not hard to understand why fully framed examples of this type are 
sometimes not easy to find. PMG notes a small splotch of a brown for- 
eign substance on the back that does not detract in any meaningful way. 
Although fully signed (the Register signer’s signatures are quite faint) and 
numbered, this sheet from the tail end of the First Series was never issued 
to the field. A great addition for any Confederate collection.

The exact allegiances of Ward during the war are quite 
cloudy. Although he has traditionally been portrayed as a Unionist, there 
is also clear evidence that he assisted the Confederacy with a number of 
diplomatic missions in Europe and China during the war. This example 
has seen circulation but does not seem to have suffered any significant 
damage or problems aside from even wear. The red-orange protectors and 
design elements are in decent condition, retaining much of their color 
and brightness

A nice double pane sheet of T36 $5s with each note fully signed and 
numbered.

While this sheet is not excessively 
rare (Fricke estimated there were around 100-200 sheets of this type 
number surviving in 2014), uncut sheets are something that will add a 
little sparkle to any Confederate collection.

Denominations above 6 1/4¢ have Spanish coin 
vignettes save for the 50¢ that has a vignette of an 1837 Capped Bust Half 
Dollar. A few pinholes and small internal splits are observed.

The history trail for this issuer has gone cold with the passage of time. 
This is the first appearance of a $1 denomination from this issuer. It is 
unlisted in both of the state catalogs. The design has simple decorative 
panels and a bright red 1 ONE 1 protector. This note was clearly the top 
note in a sheet, with full sheet selvage remaining along the top and side 
margins. There are a couple of minor paper faults, but most are in the sel- 
vage, safely away from printed portions of the design. There are a couple 
of tiny dings in the bottom margin, which is cut slightly into the design. 
None of this will matter to serious Alabama collectors who will fully 
appreciate the opportunity offered here. An excessively rare issue from a 
rare issuer.

Originally part of the Ford collection, it is lightly handled and payable in 
merchandise. The front of the note has detailed vignettes of St. George 
slaying the Dragon on the front and the house, winery, and distillery on 
the back.

A National BNCo lower denomination design on this bank that is not 
listed in either Haxby or Whitman.

The penned portion of the date 
is faded, but the next owner’s curiosity will not be in solving the mysteries 
associated with this perplexing item.

A steel printing plate of the lower three of four denominations issued 
by this rare fraudulent, possibly non-existent bank that hid behind the 
goodwill of its name and location in order to pass as a genuine bank. The 
United States Bank was even able to con Rawdon, Wright, Hatch & Edson 
into engraving printing plates and printing notes payable in “Virginia 
Money” for them. Each design has a large eagle as the top center vignette. 
Also, each design has other vignettes that are familiar to Obsolete col- 
lectors and that includes the deuce that has a vignette of the decollete 
maiden at lower right. The plates are beveled along the edges and are 
nicely preserved. Overall dimensions are 9 by 14 inches. We have offered 
only one note on this fraudulent bank.

The bank’s charter was approved on January 15, 1859 under the gen- 
eral incorporation rather than banking laws. After Union forces over- 
ran Fernandina in March 1862, the bank moved to Starke. Most sources 
indicate that the bank did not survive to the end of the Civil War. This 
note bears an impressive vignette of a large sidewheeler steamer in a busy 
harbor at center flanked by large red denominational end panels designed 
to thwart photographic counterfeiting attempts.

It fea- 
tures a large detailed passenger train vignette flanked by red denomina- 
tional end panels, designed to defeat early photographic counterfeiting 
attempts. PMG notes evidence of previous mounting (paper thins), pri- 
marily observed on the back.

Shull explains that these notes were issued under the provisions of a law 
passed in December 1864, authorizing $350,000 in Treasury Notes, with 
the choice of denominations left up to the Governor. With Confederate 
currency depreciating rapidly only 800 $50 notes were printed, 1200 
$100 notes were printed, and 380 $500 notes were printed, with about 
half actually being issued. Because of the paper shortage in the states of 
the Confederacy, the notes were printed on the reverses of unissued 1864 
State of Florida notes. Ron Benice rates this as an R6 (known 13-30).

The $50; $100; and $500 examples in the auction are part of the final State of Florida authorized by Chapter 1463 in December 1864 and all notes are 
rare. Printed on the backs of 1864 color notes printed by Keatinge & Ball. There were 1,200 $100 notes printed with approximately half of them issued. 
Benice gives this note a rarity level of R5 indicating a surviving population of 31-75. PMG mentions minor restoration but still an evenly circulated speci- 
men certain to please the most discriminating collector.

The 1865 $500 is the key to the Florida Civil War State Note series. Benice estimates that only 380 $500s were printed and less than half that number 
issued. The Benice reference gives this a rarity level of R7 indicating on 4-12 examples remain. Minor restoration is mentioned by PMG.

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20148 63rd Regiment Georgia Volunteers, GA- Claus Hartman, 
Sutler 50¢ ND Keller GA-SE050 Remainder PMG About Uncirculated 
55. 

The 63rd Georgia Volunteer regiment was both an infantry and heavy 
artillery unit, organized in December of 1862 by combining several units 
to create a force of more than 1,100 men. Originally, the unit was desig- 
nated for artillery and coastal defense, and was dispatched in July of 1863 
to the defense of Fort Wagner, outside of Charleston, South Carolina. 
It was there that the unit engaged in its first combat role, defending 
the fort against a frontal Union attack led by the 54th Massachusetts 
Colored Infantry Regiment, forever immortalized in the statue of its 
commander, Robert Gould Shaw, which stands across the street from 
the Massachusetts state house, and in the movie Glory. In August of 1863 
the unit returned to Savannah, and did not engage in further combat 
until the spring of 1864, when they were ordered into service with Joe 
Johnston’s army in defense of Atlanta. The unit fought for the remainder 
of the war under Johnston’s command, finally taking part in the sur- 
render of his army on April 26, 1865. By the end of the war, the unit had 
very few effectives remaining. Featuring a dog head in profile and FIFTY 
CENTS across the left end in a simple panel, this example is quite attrac- 
tive, albeit with some staining that does not overly distract. Very rare and 
one of two known to us at present. A few stains are observed.

It was mustered out on 
June 7, 1865. Seven officers and 75 enlisted men were killed or mortally 
wounded due to combat. Two officers and 166 enlisted men died of dis- 
ease, equaling 250 casualties for the unit. This small red cardboard chit 
was worth 10¢ in merchandise from the unit’s Sutler, B.E. Martin. The 
chit has some incidental edge wear and a small ink mark but is, all in all, a 
wonderful piece of Civil War military history. We have previously offered 
a 5¢ chit from this unit in somewhat battered condition which crossed 
the auction block for $780. We expect this much nicer and equally rare 
example to exceed that level.

Always 
popular with collectors, this striking National Bank Note Co. product has 
great use of color as well as an excellent naval vignette. Other Dix notes 
from Louisiana have better claim to being the inspiration for the song 
“Dixie” (this note was printed after the song was popularized in 1859) but 
this note will always retain a faithful following. The sheet has very little 
toning that is often associated with Louisiana issues and is seldom offered 
in uncut sheet form.

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The Nahant Bank was organized in 1833 and remained in business 
until 1836 when it suspended after a run on it by depositors and note 
holders. $200,000 in circulation was repudiated and the state cancelled 
the bank’s charter in 1837.

We have auctioned only four examples of this uncut 
sheet and that quartet was part of our April 2013 Central States auction. 
Grades ranged from PCGS 55 to PCGS 64PPQ and their prices realized 
were from $1,762 to $1,997. Not a single example of those four sheets has 
returned to the marketplace in the intervening years. Paper original- 
ity accounts for the EPQ grade modifier, while the back label mentions 
that the notes are unaffected by issues in the selvage, which are minor 
and consist of edge toning and a miniscule loss of paper. The officers are 
Cashier R.P. Pine and President H. Knox Smith and their bold signatures 
extend onto the notes/selvage below.

An unbelievable rarity that is the only example we have had the plea- 
sure of selling. Printed all in red ink on one side, green on the other. A 
full-size note that is a pleasant departure from so much of the painfully 
common diminutive scrip found from the Granite state. A piece that is 
incredibly desirable due to its absolute rarity, its artistic color and design, 
its being an advertising note, and if all that was not enough, it comes 
from a state with a bevy of very serious and knowledgeable collectors of 
great material from all genres. The red-inked side tells us that this is from 
Exeter, Rockingham County. It displays intricate “Ten Cents” repeating 
border designs with pretty flourishes at the upper corners, as well as an 
apothecary symbol at bottom center. Signed by Ephraim Fellowes in blue 
ink. He was a lifelong Exeter resident who was a merchant in town for 
many years.

The green-inked verso shows a love- 
ly vignette of a tree-lined series of buildings which, after a lengthy search 
by your cataloger, appears to be a contemporary visage of Phillips Exeter 
Academy. At left is an advertisement for “Fogg & Fellowes, Dealers in 
Newspapers, Periodicals, and Fancy Goods, Fruit & Confectionary, Water 
Street, Corner of String Bridge, Exeter, N.H.” At right is an advertisement 
for “Chas. H. Goodwin, Dealer in Drugs, Medicines, and Dye Stuffs, 
Perfumery and Fancy Goods, Books and Stationery, and Manufacturer 
of Goodwin’s Ten Per Cent Compound, for the Hair, No. 27 Water Street, 
Exeter, N.H.” PCGS Banknote cites Small Paper Scuff, Minor Stains. 
Despite those minor issues, this is easily one of the most fascinating and 
intriguing pieces of Obsolete Currency that we have had the pleasure to 
offer.

The 9th Regiment was mustered into service on October 5, 1861 and 
served in North Carolina engagements beginning in February 1862.

This 
simple note appears to be a remainder and served as the plate note in 
Keller’s sutler catalog (page 96). PMG notes stains. We have handled two 
other denominations from this unit but have never offered the 1¢ value 
previously.

Collings is listed as the Sutler for both the 32nd and 99th Regiment 
Pennsylvania. That is because the unit began life as the 32nd Regiment 
on July 26, 1861 and retained that designation until February, 1862 
when it officially became the 99th Regiment Pennsylvania Volunteers. 
The regiment participated in 23 battles and campaigns from the Second 
Battle of Bull Run, followed by engagements including Fredericksburg, 
Chancellorsville, Gettysburg, Battle of the Wilderness, Petersburg, and 
Appomattox. The unit lost nine officers and 113 enlisted men killed or 
mortally wounded, and another officer and 112 men died of disease. This 
2¢ note appears to have seen at least some time in circulation and has a 
tape repair of a tear at bottom center on the back (fortunately this appears 
to be some type of paper tape). While we have offered two notes from this 
Sutler indicating the 32nd Regiment, this is the first we have offered for 
the 99th Regiment.

A two-subject printing plate with both designs listed as SENC, Surviving Example Not Confirmed, in the 1988 Haxby reference. The Durand reference 
was published in 1981 and the $5 is not listed in that book. We have offered very few notes on this bank with all being either counterfeit or altered. The 
notes on this printing plate have the Reed imprint at bottom center. The $5 has several cancellation marks. It is not graded, but it also has scratches and 
several tiny depressions. 

Starting Bid: $750 
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20158 Anderson C(ourt) H(ouse), SC- Bewley & Keese 10¢ Aug. 7, 1865 similar to Sheheen 686 PMG Choice Fine 15. 

Only the second note to grace our auctions on this mercantile enterprise that was located on the west side of the public square. Our first offering was of 
another 10¢ note with an Oct. 16, 1865 date. It crossed our auction block in January 2004 for $10,925. That piece became Sheheen 686 and the plate note 
on page 221 of South Carolina Obsolete Notes and Scrip by Austin M. Sheheen, Jr. That note was printed on plain paper, while the example in this lot is 
printed on the unprinted side of a Confederate T68 $10. The note in this lot is dated a little less than four months after Lee’s surrender at Appomattox. 
This area of the state did not see any fighting until May 1, 1865 when 3,700 Union soldiers showed up in Anderson County looking for rumored 
Confederate gold. This brought about the Battle of Anderson as a battalion of cadets from the South Carolina Military Academy attacked a Union force 
who were in the process of setting on fire a railroad bridge over the Saluda River. The result of this engagement was a Confederate victory. The winning 
bidder tonight can also claim victory after having to wait 18 years before a second opportunity on this issuer presented itself.

The bank was organized in 1835 and, unlike many others, managed to 
survive the Civil War, resuming business in late 1869 and becoming the 
Bank of Charleston, National Banking Association in 1872. This design, 
part of an issue of $6, $7, $8, and $9s originally intended for circulation 
in the 1830s-40s, was issued in 1861 after the start of hostilities. The 
note incorporates a central vignette of a classical allegorical woman by 
architect’s instruments and a column, with a columned building in the 
distance flanked by two vignettes of early trains and denominational 
counters. PMG mentions a few pinholes and minor ink burn, primarily 
in Cheesborough’s signature. This is one of two examples of this rare odd 
denomination note from South Carolina that we have handled in one of 
our public auctions, with the second being the following lot.

This note was printed in three colors, 
with red and black counters as well as green 10 and TEN protectors. 
Beautifully printed on India paper with the usual POCs in the signature 
lines, this note was not in the 1990 ABNCo Archives sale. We are pres- 
ently aware of around four surviving examples, none of which were part 
of the 1990 ABNCo Archives sale. PMG notes minor evidence of previous 
mounting and tear repairs which do not appear to be overly significant.

20162 Charleston, SC- Peoples Bank of South Carolina $50 Nov. 3, 
1854 G8a Sheheen 303 PMG Fine 12 Net. 

The bank was chartered in 1852 and remained in business until 1865 
when it was forced to suspend as a result of financial setbacks incurred 
due to the Civil War. The $50 design features a portrait of Calhoun at 
center flanked by vignettes of two women watching slaves pick cotton at 
left and a mechanic at right. This note has been severed and rejoined and 
has a couple of other minor repairs according to PMG. We are presently 
aware of two examples, with the Sheheen and Haxby plate notes being 
one and the same note.

As it was 
wholly owned by the state, post-war litigation resulted in the bank being 
unable to declare bankruptcy, the course of action that virtually all of its 
southern peers took. The $10 design features an allegorical woman seated 
by a shield with 10 on it possibly representing Navigation flanked by 
identical vignettes of Prosperity. It is printed on India paper mounted on 
cardstock. One sheet of four $10 notes of this design appeared in Lot 1860 
in the 1990 ABNCo Archives sale and these four notes probably represent 
the surviving Proof population. The lower right corner has been reat- 
tached.

In this way, for example, a customer making 
a $3 purchase with a $10 bill could receive a $7 note in change, rather 
than a $5 and 2 $1s. The $7 design features an allegorical woman seated 
by a shield, holding a sword.

This $50 design, which features an allegori- 
cal female representing The Arts at left, a herd of horses at center and a 
portrait of William R. King at right. King is an interesting choice. He 
served as Vice President of the United States before dying of tuberculosis. 
King was elected as Vice President in 1852 and was sworn in on March 
24, 1853, twenty days after Inauguration Day, in Cuba where he was stay- 
ing, trying to regain his health. He returned to the United States and died 
within two days of his arrival on April 18, 1853. He never performed any 
duties as Vice President. Printed by ABNCo, the note has a red L-50-L 
protector panel as well as red and black denominational counters. While 
we have offered a number of lower denomination notes from this bank 
over the years, the same can not be said for the $50. This is, in fact, the 
only example we have offered in any of our public auctions and is one of 
only two known to us at present.

This $50 has a red FIFTY protector and vignette of hors- 
es flanked by a vignette of an allegorical female representing The Arts to 
the left and a portrait of William R. King, Vice President of the United 
States for 45 days in 1853 before succumbing to tuberculosis on April 18, 
1853, on the right.

The sheet 
is dated just a few months after the conclusion of the Civil War, categoriz- 
ing it as Reconstruction-period issuer. Significantly, the Daily News Print 
used a leftover, fully issued 1864 Confederate T71 $1 note as the host 
paper source. Paper was expensive and hard to obtain at this time, so this 
reuse was practical. A great item for any South Carolina collection.

This note, 
unlike others that we have seen from this unit, is technically a remainder but does have a signature that, to your cataloger’s eyes, suggests J.A. Mathsin as 
the sutler. This small format note has a red 10 counter and a vignette of a running deer. PMG notes a couple of very small edge tears and rust which have 
only a minimal impact on this note’s desirability. That is the way it usually is on very rare obsolete notes. This marks only the second example of this 
denomination that we have offered.

An important grouping of one of a kind Commercial and Agricultural Bank printing plates that last appeared at auction over 15 years ago. This is cer- 
tainly a lot that all Texas collectors will pay heed to, but only one determined Lone Star collector will be able to call it their own when the hammer falls. 
These came from the archives of the ABNCo, but are without an imprint. Our consignor had the four printing plates, plus three heavy paper wrappers 
for the plates, and the first auction description professionally framed. The paper wrappers contain identifying information and are for the face and back 
of the $1-$1-$1-$3 plates and the $10-$20-$50-$100 back plate. The plates are steel and all four measure in the 9 by 14.5 inches range. The printing sur- 
faces are mostly bright and clean with a few small rust spots save for the $1-$1-$1-$3 back plate that has a few larger rust spots. The two $1-$1-$1-$3 plates 
constitute a complete set of plates for these designs as they were not tinted. The C&A was the only bank authorized to issue currency in Texas by virtue 
of its 1835 charter granted by Mexico. However, this banking privilege remained dormant until 1848 when Samuel L. Williams opened the bank due to 
special permission received from the Texas Congress. He operated it for ten years until he died on September 13, 1858. The bank closed shortly thereafter 
for good in 1859. The bank constantly had to fend off lawsuits in state courts during its life. The lawsuits were brought about by Jacksonian anti-banking 
enemies on the grounds that the C&A violated Texas’ constitutional prohibitions against banks. Today, contemporary counterfeits and Proofs are exactly 
what collectors have to choose from outside of these printing plates as these designs are all listed as being SENC, surviving examples not confirmed, in 
the Haxby reference. This was the only bank in Texas until the Civil War ended and the first national bank, the National Bank of Texas at Galveston 
charter number 1642, opened for business in May 1866. (Total: 8 items)

The 
wording “POSTAGE STAMPS” is always seen upright on the front, 
but because of this printing error is is seen inverted on the back. The 
Ford collection had a couple of examples that were somewhat off-center 
but nothing to this degree.

It is also the note that ignited a more than 50 year passion for National Bank Notes for well-known collector, dealer, and 
researcher, Don C. Kelly. Don bought this $5 in 1970 at a show in Columbus, Ohio for $20. The unusual name of “Day and Night National Bank” caught 
his attention. As an aside, in his third edition of National Bank Notes A Guide with Prices, Don invented the fictitious town of Smokey Hollow, Ohio 
to show how citizens could form a national bank. The officers of the mythical bank in the story were two close friends of Don’s, Joe Hensley and Pete 
Simpson. Also, Linda, the daughter of Don and his wife Jane, made a cameo appearance in the Smokey Hollow story, as Linda pulls from circulation a $5 
Smokey Hollow National and therefore becomes a National Bank Note collector. 


In 1983, the note offered in this lot sold for $3,200 in a Hickman-Oakes auction, quite a windfall that made possible the purchase of a new car for Don’s 
graduating son. Then, in our 2006 FUN auction, Don purchased the note back for almost $5,500. 


Pikeville, Kentucky was a prosperous coal mining center with three national banks. The First National had a circulation of over $2 million and the 
Pikeville National had a circulation of over $1 million. However, the Day and Night National Bank issued less than a half million dollars in notes before 
it was absorbed by the Pikeville National Bank in 1931 - a victim of the Great Depression. Prior to the acquisition, an officer of the Pikeville National had 
hired a private detective from Cincinnati to quietly snoop around and find out where the money came from to fund the Day and Night National Bank. 
Nothing lurid was determined, but this is still an interesting anecdote. 


Anyway, for all of us infected with the collecting gene, the note in this lot tells the story of how one of the most famous National Bank Note collectors 
got his start. It is one of just nine large size reported from this issuer, only two of which have crossed the public auction block since we sold this note to 
Don in 2006. It is a crisp mid-grade example featuring the purple rubber stamped signatures of Cashier O. O. Graham and President F. T. Hatcher. They 
only served together in these two offices during the year of 1922. Also, thanks to another good friend of Don’s, Mike Little, included with this lot is a 
photograph of a photograph of an inside view of the bank behind the teller cages with three employees, two of which are President T. J. Williamson and 
Cashier O. O. Graham. This banking duo would serve together in these two positions from 1923 onwards until the end of the bank’s life. On the back 
of the photograph, it is identified as the “Day & Night NB Pikeville, KY.” There is a second photograph of a postcard and the postcard carries the title of 
“The Day and Night National Bank Pikeville, KY.” Penned on the back of the second photograph is, “ca. 1929.” 


There you have it, a story of a love affair with a note, a hobby, and a few of the many friends and family who helped along the journey. The thrill of 
acquiring, admiring, and sharing has no equals.

As is typical of many 
communities on Long Island, Huntington had a population of 10,000 when this Red Seal was issued, but today, it has a population of 200,000. This Red 
Seal has a few folds but its colors remain fresh and bright and it retains the bold pen signatures of bank officers James N. Brown and John F. Wood. 
While a number 1 note is known is from this bank (which we sold for almost $10,000 in 2016), that Red Seal is now ensconced in a long-term holding and 


will likely not be on the market again for decades to come. This is a very lovely and scarce Red Seal fit for the finest of collections.

The banking institution that Southerners knew for over 100 years as a beacon of stability was started in 1879 in Forsyth County, North Carolina by 
William A. Lemly. He chartered The Wachovia National Bank of Winston in June of that year with $100,000 in capital and his bold signature adorns 
this Brown Back. Only a few nationally recognized banking institutions started as fledgling National Banks. Notes from this bank remain among the 
most coveted of those because they are so scarce. A glance at the company’s history provides the reason. In 1911 Lemly’s Wachovia National Bank was 
liquidated and merged with Wachovia Loan and Trust Company, ending the issuance of National Bank Notes bearing the Wachovia name. Not surpris- 
ingly, this offering is one of only nine pieces reported from the location. Of that number, at least three examples are held by institutions, which leaves few 
options for today’s collectors. This is an attractive mid-grade example with great color and the aforementioned bold signatures. PCGS assigned a details 
grade for a couple of small holes in the foldlines but they are not readily visible and do little to detract from the overall appearance of this important 
Wachovia note.

By 1912, the presence of a huge cotton gin brought enough prosperity that Granger was the only Texas commu- 
nity of fewer than 5,000 people to have paved streets, as well as an opera house. By the 1920’s, however, that agricultural prosperity had disappeared, as 
the post World War I farm depression hit deeply. Neither the Philpott, Everson, or Irish collections contained even one note of any kind from this bank, 
while the Ivy holdings listed only a small size example. This note is one of two Red Seals from this bank that surfaced in Georgia about three years ago. 
They are the only two examples of this type reported and we are pleased to offer this one this evening. Its paper is somewhat toned and there are a few 


pinholes but it still maintains an attractive overall appearance.

An exciting brand new addition to the collecting community as this uncut sheet of Red Seal $5s with serial number 5690-ABCD has been consigned to 
us by the granddaughter of the cashier who signed the four notes. We were astonished when she called and told us what had been in her family for many 
years. The National City Bank was chartered on July 2, 1906 and was in operation for less than three years as it was liquidated on May 25, 1909 and what 
remained was absorbed by the Lumbermans NB, charter number 8645. The NCB issued 1902 Red Seals and Date Backs during this short period. All cen- 
sus figures are in the 5-6 individual note range with the vaunted Philpott/Moody Collection having only one example on this short lived charter number, 
a circulated $20 Red Seal. This uncut sheet possesses its full complement of selvage including paper guide arrows, a sheet number, and initials of siderog- 
raphers, plate finishers, and plate printers who worked on or with the plate. There is even a partial fingerprint of a BEP tradesman at back top center. The 
penned signatures of Cashier F(red) J. Heyne and Vice President Carey Shaw are well executed and the color of the inks and paper are ideal. Mr. Heyne 
was the last of three cashiers who served this bank, with his term being in the 1908-09 time frame. Speculation on our part leads us to believe that this 
uncut sheet may have been the first sheet signed by Mr. Heyne. There are folds approximately between the notes, while the annotations mentioned on the 
PMG back label are in pencil and probably were added by Mr. Heyne when he decided to preserve this momento from his days at the bank. The annota- 
tion in the top selvage reads, “Issued 1908.” A little more pencil is found in the bottom left corner of the selvage. The census for Texas large size uncut 
sheets of Nationals has now been bumped up to a grand total of five. This is the only Red Seal uncut sheet documented, while the other four sheets are 
a single Brown Back and three Plain Back examples.

A fantastic new discovery from the Green Mountain State as this is just the fifth serial number 1 Red Seal to be reported and the first that we have 
been able to offer in over 30 years. It joins two other number | Red Seals reported from this bank as well as single examples from Fairhaven and North 
Bennington. However, those latter two pieces have not made a public appearance in over twenty years, leaving very few options for today’s collectors. 
This “A” position offering is a quite lovely note with great color and dark signatures. PMG has mentioned a restoration but nothing is readily apparent, 
even after close examination.

45. Choice of Law: Agreement and any Claim shall be determined and construed under Texas law.

First Heritage Offering for the Issue Year 


20802 New Jersey March 25, 1737 1s PMG Choice Fine 15 Net. 

The Act of August 13, 1733 authorized £50,000 in Proclamation money pending royal approval. The approval was granted on May 4, 1735, 
however, the formal document would not be delivered until August 24, 1736 after being delayed by a disgruntled American official. Robert 
Hude, Isaac Decow, and John Allen’s signatures are clearly visible. Although not the earliest note in New Jersey history, this piece is from the first 
issue when Benjamin Franklin introduced nature printing from leaf casts to the backs of the notes. Franklin was not the lowest bidder for printing 
this issue, but his arguments about the counterfeit deterrent advantages of his new process won the Assembly over. This is the first time that we 
have offered any examples from this issue. PMG is in alignment with us as they have graded only this single example of this denomination and 
only one other 1737 note. The other note is a 6s, which has never made a public appearance as far as we can tell. In the fifth edition of The 
Early Paper Money of America by Eric P. Newman published in 2008, the author states on page 250, “no examples of this issue are known.” We 
do know that the John J. Ford, Jr. Collection did not have any March 25, 1737 New Jersey notes, thereby adding an exclamation point to the 
rarity of this Colonial issue. Restoration is barely visible where the note has been severed and reattached.

This is the rare variety with the extremely large lower case letter “a” that is 7mm to the lower right of its normal position. This unusual size and 
placement occurred only on plate number 144, which was one of 90 face plates used for this issue. This information was originally published 
in Paper Money, Society of Paper Money Collectors, Vol. XI, No. 2, Whole No. 42, Spring 1972, pages 80-85, “Fractional Currency Plate 
Information Second and Third Issues” by Martin Gengerke. When Milt Friedberg’s Encyclopedia was first published in 1978, only three Fr. 1296 
pieces were known, however, the current count is a little more than two dozen. This example is bright, with reflective bronze overprint, deep 
original embossing, and three wide margins. The latest PMG population report reveals that they have graded only two pieces finer than this 
near-Gem example. Prices have steadily increased at this third party grade level in recent years with the latest auction appearance being at our 
Central States 2019 auction. That night saw a PCGS 64PPQ example realize $5,520

The first multiple that we have offered on this Friedberg number and this is also the largest block that we have offered for any of the Fessenden 
numbers save for the Fr. 1291 that we auctioned earlier in this session. This block of eight previously resided in the Ford Collection and it 
consists of the second and third columns of four removed from a twelve subject sheet. Face plate number 51 hugs the left edge between the 
third and fourth rows, while back plate number 48 is located between the third and fourth rows. All four margins are in the neighborhood of 
2mm wide. The back surcharges of “M-2-6-5” are distinct save for one “M” that only has its lower half present. The surcharges represent the 
following, “M” for membrane (fiber) paper, “2” for two sheets of paper as this membrane paper was composed of two sheets of thin paper, and 
“6-5” represent the year of printing, 1865.

The notes at the top of the two columns are both Fr. 1350 with design figure “a” at lower left, while the other six notes are Fr. 1347. This block 
of eight was cut from an uncut sheet of twelve where the first column at far left has been removed. The bronzing on the face has retained its 
reflectivity. The same holds true for the bronze overprint on the back. The surcharges on the back are for the most part distinct, while a couple 
of the surcharges are hard to see due to blending in with the red ink. Each column of these Justice notes has a single vertical fold through all 
four notes. Embossing is observed on all eight notes. A partial face plate number is found close to the left edge between the third and fourth 
examples. The back plate number is 58 and is located at the intersection of the four lower notes. This is the largest Justice multiple we have ever 
offered and not surprisingly our consignor won this out of the auction of the John J. Ford, Jr. Collection.

This is our first offering of a multiple note block of this Friedberg number. The four notes form the lower left corner block of the sheet. Face plate 
2 appears at the center intersection of the four notes while back plate 61 appears in the center of the left margin with a small portion of the “6” 
being off paper. The visual appeal of this block is exceptional with bright golden bronze surcharges on the face and back, deep red color on 
the backs, respectable margins, and wonderful autographed signatures of both Colby and Spinner. It is interesting to note that these bold, near 
vanity-like, signatures almost get tangled in each other in the top two notes. This block has a storied provenance, formerly being part of the 
Boyd-Ford Collections and likely the Monroe Friedman Collection as well. This is a rare opportunity to add this important and historic treasure 
to your Fractional Currency collection, taking it to the next level.

Only when great collections come to market do rarities such as this unique uncut Fractional sheet become available. This sheet made its 
numismatic debut as lot 977 as part of the Monroe Friedman Sale that was auctioned by $.H. Chapman of Philadelphia on June 3, 1903. This 
sheet and the unique Fr. 1301 uncut sheet that we are offering later in this auction session, have been together since at least the Friedman 
Collection. The uncut sheet in this lot was acquired by F.C.C. Boyd at a later date. The John J. Ford, Jr. Collection was its next stop, as Ford 
purchased it from Boyd’s widow. Our consignor was the winning bidder out of the May 2004 auction of the Ford Collection. The sheet has spot 
on centering, excellent color, and has earned the EPQ grade modifier. It does not have a face or back plate number, but it does have a Treasury 
seal mirrored plate number 5 in the bottom margin at center. Each of the two vertical folds run neatly between the notes within the margins 
and therefore the 64 EPQ grade. The sixth edition of The Encyclopedia of United States Postage & Fractional Currency by Milton R. Friedberg 
describes this sheet as unique on page 172 by quoting the Frank Limpert reference. Also, this sheet is listed without a Valentine number on page 
48 of Fractional Currency of the United States by D.W. Valentine, Volume 2, 1924. If one bidder can win this unique sheet and the upcoming 
unique Fr. 1301 sheet, maybe these sheets will be lucky enough to stay together for another century.

Another unique uncut sheet from our consignor’s impressive collection. It has a provenance that also dates back to the early years of the 20th 
century and has been together since then with the unique Fr. 1267 uncut sheet that we are offering in this auction session. The Fr. 1301 uncut 
sheet was first offered as lot 978 as part of the Monroe Friedman Sale that was conducted by $.H. Chapman on June 3, 1903. It made its way 
to the collection of F.C.C. Boyd, where it was purchased from his estate by John J. Ford, Jr. Our consignor acquired it out of the May 2004 
auction of the Ford Collection. The sheet is well centered within balanced margins. Ideal color is also observed, along with paper originality 
that is displayed by the light handling. It is listed as unique on page 176 of of the sixth edition of The Encyclopedia of United States Postage 
& Fractional Currency by Milton R. Friedberg. This sheet is listed without a Valentine number on page 48 of Fractional Currency of the United 


States by D.W. Valentine, Volume 2, 1924. Hopefully, this unique sheet and the unique Fr. 1267 sheet will be able to stay together.

Exceptional Pink Fractional Shield 


20811 Fr. 1383 Fractional Currency Shield With Pink Background. 

An exceptional example with a far bolder pink background than what we are accustomed to seeing. The Shield is free of water stains save for 
two at the bottom with only one of those coming into contact with the pink background. That stain is at bottom center and just barely contacts 
the bottom point of the Shield. It is fully wide on all four sides. This is one of approximately two dozen Pink Shields known to exist, many of 
which are faded and/or damaged. Our present offering is clearly in the top 25%, if not higher, for both condition and color. The attached Red 
Back Fractionals have held their color very nicely and the only faded note is, as usual, the extremely light-sensitive 25¢ Second Issue back. The 
Shield is under glass with a relatively modern wood frame that has a hanging wire on the back. The paper backing shows some splitting, but is 
more than capable of carrying out its function. As with virtually all Pink and Green Shields, all four hand-signed notes bear the Colby-Spinner 
signature combination, including the rare Grant-Sherman Fr. 1273SP which is found only on the non-gray Shields. Our inspection also observes 
a thin gutter in the 50¢ Washington in the top row. The highest price attained by a Pink Shield at Heritage was in October 2012 when we 
auctioned one very comparable to our current example for $22,325. In today’s market, we would not be surprised to see that nearly ten year 
old record to be broken.

A second Pink Shield graces our auction, which is a highly unusual occurrence, as the number of Shields of this color have a population in the 
neighborhood of 24. The earliest Shields sold by the government were of the green and pink varieties. Due to the notes on and not on a Shield, 
production dates and selling period are estimated to be from June 1867 to June 1868. Treasurer Francis Spinner stated in a letter dated May 28, 
1868 that Shields were “sent free of express charges at $4.50 each.” Total sales amounted to $14,683.50 and therefore 3,263 Shields were sold. 
At the end of 1869, the remaining Shields were destroyed. Only around 40 Pink and Green Shields in total are known today. That translates into 
just about one color Shield for every 80 gray examples sold in the late 1860s. The pink ink on our current offering is bolder than on many Pink 
Shields that we have handled and we would put it in the top 25% in regards to condition. There is light staining and a couple of the notes at 
far right are affected including the almost always faded 25¢ Second Issue back. We do not see any ink erosion in the four hand-signed Colby- 
Spinner notes and that includes the rare Fr. 1273SP. This Pink Shield is in a contemporary glass frame with its intact backing and ready to adorn 
your den or office.

The Montgomery issue $1,000 was the only type of this denomination issued by the Confederacy, and was the highest denomination issued 
by the CSA government. These notes were printed in limited quantities during the sprint of 1861 before the capital of the CSA was moved to 
Richmond. Redeemable twelve months after the issue date, these notes accumulated 10¢ a day in accrued interest. PMG mentions restoration 
and stains. A key note for any Confederate collection, this note is sure to create a great deal of excitement. PMG comments restored and stained.

This note is from the second shipment of 1,000 two subject half sheets of $50 and $100 notes that, by the thinnest of margins, avoided 
confiscation by Federal authorities who tried to intercept the shipment before it left New York City near the end of April, 1861. This note 
has manuscript entries indicating that the note was first issued to the field from New Orleans, LA by A.J. Guirot, Assistant Treasurer of the 
Confederate States on June 6, 1861. A second entry dated June 19, 1861 records the payment of $50.06, representing principal and interest for 
twelve days. This note should appeal to many collectors as it shows actual use in commerce but still is in pleasant shape with no meaningful 
condition impairments present. Minor repairs are mentioned on the third party label.

An evenly circulated good looking Demand Note, this country’s original “Greenback.” PMG has mentioned a restoration and they are indeed 
correct although the work is only visible from the back. Both signatures are strong and the note has wholesome overall eye appeal. In our recent 
FUN auction, we sold another Fr. 1 note in a repaired PMG Very Fine 25 holder for $9,000.

Friedberg 2 is the most common of any of the Demand Notes, and the perfect note for type. This solid Very Fine has wonderful color, good 
signatures, and strong eye appeal. PMG has noted a couple of very minor and quite skillfully executed repaired edge splits, which affect little, 
and the note is solidly in the top 25% of all $5 Demand Notes. Recently, another example in a comment-free PMG Very Fine 25 holder sold for 
$7,200.

Payable at Cincinnati notes of this design are very rare with Track & Price having recorded only seven Fr. 9 pieces and that figure includes the 
note in this lot. This recorded figure is not surprising as the payable at Cincinnati notes only had a printing of 75,000. This example has very few 
folds for the achieved grade and it also faces up nicely. Bold penned signatures and dark inks help define this $10, too. This Fr. 9 is the highest 
graded of the four pieces that PMG has inspected and the note is also the highest graded listed in the Track & Price Census. A Cincinnati bank 


rubber stamping is located on the back and there are a few tiny edge splits. A key note to assembling a collection of United States paper money, 
this note is sure to entice bidders.

With over 800 examples reported to date, this is not a rare Friedberg number, but truly high grade pieces are almost unobtainable. With the 
exception of a PCGS Gem 66PPQ note that we sold for $28,200 in 1915, this is the finest graded example that we have been able to offer of this 
number in over a dozen years. This note, which was last on the market in our 2008 Long Beach auction, is a real winner, with an exceptionally 


vivid red overprint, margins that are clear of the design at all points, and a fresh appearance that is unusual on these early Legal Aces.

A well preserved Gem Rainbow Ace with excellent blue, green, red, and black inks and natural paper wave that are all easily viewable through 
the third party holder. Margins are more than satisfactory for the grade on this plate letter D note that has a partial plate number 8 in the top 
margin at center. This piece comes from a run of $1 Rainbows that has supplied collectors with high grade examples for many years. In fact, the 
last Fr. 18 that we auctioned at this third party grade was a note graded PMG 65 EPQ. It was only 64 serial numbers removed from our current 
offering. It was also a plate letter D note with a partial plate number 8 at top center and it realized $19,800 in April 2020. That figure is the 


highest amount ever attained by a Gem 65 Fr. 18 at auction. Look for tonight’s beauty to make a run, if not surpass, that earlier winning bid.

A very scarce number, with a total of only 25 examples in the Track & Price census. This comment free PMG 30 is in the top half of the census 
by grade for all of the Fr. 54s to have crossed the auction block. We agree both with the grade and the fact that there are no negative comments 
on the holder, as we find the note to be a perfect example of a moderately circulated piece. The contrasting blue serial numbers and large 
brown seal have retained the color that one would expect on an Uncirculated note. Very rare and most attractive. Some collector who has been 
waiting for a respectable and affordable Fr. 54 to appear on the market will be very satisfied by this piece. In our 2019 FUN auction, we sold 
an identically graded example for $8,400.

A splendid Rainbow Woodchopper note, this gorgeous piece has all the vibrancy of aGem and would only require slightly more bottom margin 
to attain that level. It is a plate letter A note with a wide top margin. The serial number is not listed in Track & Price, but it falls within a run of 
examples with similar grades. In our recent FUN auction, we sold another PMG 64 EPQ note for $5,760.

Gem status if not for the thin bottom margin on the face. According to Track & Price, this note’s last time crossing the auction block was in 
August 2006, where it realized $7,475. It is expected that the bidding for this piece will be spirited.

Well margined on both front and back, and as bright as the day it rolled off the press nearly 150 years ago. We're not sure what PMG saw here 
to take this from at least a Choice grade, but whatever it was it is certainly well hidden inside the holder. In our last Long Beach auction, we 
sold a PCGS 55PPQ example for $7,200.

20824 Fr. 99 $10 1878 Legal Tender PMG Choice Uncirculated 64. 

Three gargantuan margins plus a more than ample top margin that includes a partial 13 plate number at top center encircles this lovely plate 
letter D Fr. 99. This example is certainly fresh to the market as it was acquired by our consignor many years ago and we cannot find it in any 
census. This piece has to be one of the prettiest third party graded 64s that you will ever see and it looks strictly original through the PMG holder. 
The last Fr. 99 to cross the auction block at this third party grade level occurred in 2020 when a PCGS Banknote 64 realized $6,000. That earlier 
note looks just like the example we offer tonight. It is a plate letter D note with the same margins all the way around and a partial plate number 


13 at top center. Interestingly, it is only 180 serial numbers removed from the piece in this lot. Therefore, we would not be surprised at the very 
least, if our current offering would realize the earlier winning bid, if not eclipse that figure.

This piece has the orange serial numbers and the bright red Treasury Seal that 
are seen on Fr. 114s but not on any other Bison number. It is from a short run in the census that is made up of mostly third party graded Gem 
and above notes. This would certainly be a perfect type note for any high grade collection.

The vivid red overprint contrasts very nicely with the bright, white paper of this well preserved Parker-Burke Bison that just needs a touch 
more top margin for the full Gem grade. This signature combination is outnumbered by its Fr. 122 counterpart by a ratio of about seven-to-one. 
Increased interest in this popular design has resulted in our last three offerings of 64-graded examples of this Friedberg number fetching prices 
of between $7,200 and $8,400.

This pretty Bison note is a bit slender across its top margin, but is otherwise a Gem in every other sense with its embossing, white paper, and 
ideal inks. Nearly six times as scarce as the common Fr. 122, this note adds a little flair to any type set. In fact, this example comes from a short 
run of similarly graded notes in the 63 to 66 grade range. In our last Long Beach auction, we sold a PMG 64 (no EPQ) example for $5,760. Look 
for the gavel to fall once again in that neighborhood.

This example comes from a small run of beautifully original Bisons set aside for one reason or another, perhaps as vault cash. Original 
embossing is still present on this boldly colored and wholly original piece. In our 2020 FUN auction, an identically graded example just nine 
serial numbers away from this note sold for $10,200.

The bison vignette, whether 
modeled by Pablo or Black Diamond, also adds to the allure of this pretty note with bright paper and original surfaces, deep colors, and very 
good margins and centering. A pretty note that will dress up any collection fortunate enough to add it. In our recent FUN auction, a PMG 65 
EPQ graded example fetched $14,400.

A lovely example of this popular type note, this offering is highlighted by four sharp corners. The bright white paper on this near-Gem is ideal 
with full embossing and deeply printed colors complementing it. The Bureau of Engraving and Printing produced a mere 696,000 $10 Legal 
Tenders for the 1923 Series, all of which were released into circulation. Fortunately for collectors, this piece from near the end of the run was 


quickly put aside after nearly a seven decade run for the $10 Legal Tender denomination. The last pair of examples that we have sold at this 
grade level have brought $9,600 and $10,800.

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Gorgeous Rainbow $20 In Superb Gem Grade

A gorgeous Rainbow $20 that has earned the highest grade for a Fr. 127 as reported by Track & Price. There are only four notes of this Friedberg 
number that have achieved this exalted grade by one of the major grading services as reported by T&P. Our current offering is well centered 
on both sides with broad, balanced margins. There are blue and red inks on the face and this play of colors helped all of the Series 1869 notes 
to earn the “Rainbow” sobriquet. The $20, $50, and $100 Rainbow notes lack the green overprint on the face that is found on the $1, $2, $5, 
and $10 Rainbows. We have auctioned only two different Rainbow $20s at this third party grade level. Their last auction appearances were in 
2013-14. The PMG 67 EPQ brought $105,750 in 2013 and the PCGS 67PPQ closed at $123,375 in 2014. The latter also realized $114,000 in 
2019. Our current example comes from a short run of high grade notes, but this is the only 67 within that run. Alexander Hamilton’s portrait is 
at left, while the allegorical female at left has been described as either Liberty or Victory. The earliest auction appearance we can find for this 
plate letter B piece was as part of the 1972 ANA sale and the latest appearance was in 2009. It is definitely a note for the advanced collector 
who seeks out the very best.

A lovely example of this Rainbow $20 that we last handled in our September 1999 auction. Gem sized margins frame the note, which exhibits 
exceptional color and an especially blue swath of anti-counterfeiting ink. As is the case with the most coveted design types, every grade point 
in the Uncirculated range comes with a heftier price tag. In this instance, the Gem appearance should be available for less than the current 


$40,000-plus price tag for 65-graded examples. In our 2021 FUN auction, we sold an identically graded piece for $25,200.

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Pleasing Mid-Grade 1862 $50 Legal Tender 


20833 Fr. 148 $50 1862 Legal Tender PCGS Apparent Very Fine 20. 

A very rare type, with fewer than 50 pieces reported for all three Friedberg numbers covering both the 1862 and 1863 issues. Alexander 
Hamilton's portrait was used for the design with UNITED and STATES flanking each side rising from left to right. The lathework is extensive both 
on front and back, an implement used to thwart counterfeiters. Despite the relatively complex design, counterfeiters still worked to mimic the 
Bureau's efforts. At least three well known counterfeit engravings are known and it was not long before the Bureau of Engraving and Printing was 
forced to change the design. In all, just over 600,000 examples were printed for the 1862 and 1863 Series. This piece displays some repair work, 
although the restorations have been professionally executed with considerable attention to detail. The margins are close all around, touching 
the design only in a few spots, and the colors are indeed more than acceptable for the assigned grade. In our 2020 Central States auction, we 
sold a repaired PMG Very Fine 20 example for $32,400.

One of the rarest Friedberg numbers for the Ben Franklin $50 Legal design, this pleasing mid-grade piece is one of a paltry ten serial numbers 
in Track & Price. This is a very nice representative for the VF 20 grade, and occupies a comment free third party holder. None of the folds are 


harsh, and they are spread out along the note making for one evenly circulated $50. In our 2021 FUN auction, we sold another Fr. 155 note, 
also in a comment-free PMG Very Fine 20 holder, for $14,400.

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One of Only Twelve Available for Collectors 


20835 Fr. 178 $100 1880 Legal Tender PMG Very Fine 25. 

Only 17 examples of this note are counted in the census, five of these pieces are permanently held in governmental and institutional collections. 
These collections are the Chicago and San Francisco Federal Reserve Bank collections, the Smithsonian, and two examples that the American 
Numismatic Association collection has. This note ranks as one of the finest of the limited pieces available to collectors. This piece, despite 
some light stains mentioned by PMG, boasts vivid colors and design details along with sharp corners and four healthy margins. Looking back 


at auction records over the past dozen years, any example of this rare Friedberg number graded at the Very Fine 25 or better level has realized 
well over $20,000.

20836 _ Fr. 187j $1,000 1880 Legal Tender PMG Very Fine 30 Net. 

A charming high denomination rarity that has a vignette of Columbus in His Study and a portrait of DeWitt Clinton, who was governor of New 
York during the years of 1825-28 and had earlier served three stints as the mayor of New York City. A puzzling combination of personages are 
found within this design and therefore Clinton and this cataloguer are both scratching their heads in wonderment. The first exposure of this note 
to the collecting community that we could find was on a 1980 fixed price list. It was later consigned to our January 2001 Winter Auction and 
the last time that we auctioned it was in January 2013 when it realized $176,250. Track & Price lists 14 different serial numbers for this Friedberg 
number with only one piece part of an institutional collection. However, only seven of those 14 Fr. 187j notes have appeared at auction since 
1994. Demand at auction is always fierce for this number and we expect more of the same for this nicely centered within balanced margins 
example that also sports excellent color and plenty of eye appeal. PMG mentions restoration on the back label, but any work was adroitly 
performed and this mid-grade note will make its next owner extremely proud.

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$10 July 15, 1864 Fr. 190a Two Dozen Documented

A rare note,”middle-of-the-book” in regards to the Friedberg reference, that possesses a nice bronze overprint with no traces of the heavy green 
color to which these overprints so often turn. Friedberg 190a with the “July 15, 1864” date, is represented in Track & Price by only two dozen 
serial numbers. The highest grade of the 24 for this Friedberg number is VF 30, which has been earned by just the example in this lot plus three 
others. Our current offering has been repaired and when the note is backlit, we observe a few edge tears that have been sealed. The most recent 
Fr. 190a that we auctioned was also graded PMG VF 30. It was the ex-Grinnell note in a comment free holder and realized $21,600 on an 
estimate of $10,000 and up at our January 2022 FUN auction. We do not expect that type of price realized for this lot, but our estimate may 
still prove to be on the conservative side.

The 22nd edition of Paper Money of the United States by Arthur L. and Ira S. Friedberg cites seven 
known examples of Fr. 212d-I, but two those have taken up residence at the Smithsonian Institution. We originally auctioned this note in May 
2005 as part of the Jim O’Neal Collection. It is an evenly circulated example with more than ample margins on all four sides. The inks are ideal 
for the grade and a large bronze “50” dominates the back. The PMG label cites restoration, which is small and well executed along the left top 
edge. This was actually a circulating bond and would have started out its life with five attached coupons. At top center, the note tells us that it 
earned interest at the rate of one cent per day and the center vignette is that of a large bald eagle. With a little imagination, one could cunningly 
slightly alter this eagle vignette and produce the small bald eagle found on the $10 Legals of 1869-80, that when the $10 note is inverted, turns 
the small bald eagle into the “jackass” that gives that design its popular “Jackass” nickname. Besides being the Friedberg plate note, this $50 
was once owned by Amon Carter. It is also the plate note on page 235 of the sixth edition of Comprehensive Catalog of U.S. Paper Money by 
Gene Hessler and can also be found as the plate note for the Standard Catalog of United States Paper Money by Chester L. Krause and Robert 
F. Lemke. This is one of the most plated notes that we have encountered and will definitely find a new home in another powerhouse collection.

Refunding Certificates were issued with interest accruing 
at four percent with no definite redemption date stated, providing an inducement to hold the notes and not cash them in. In 1907, the interest 
was stopped and the value set at $21.30, causing them to be redeemed. Only upon close examination can a couple of light folds and a minor 
repair be found on this pretty example. Last year, we sold a PMG About 53 note for $7,800.

An uncut sheet from the very first Friedberg number and block for Black Eagles. The first Black Eagles consisting of Friedberg numbers 226 and 
226a used a lighter blue ink for their third printings than the later Friedberg numbers of the design. We have auctioned only five different uncut 
sheets of four on this Friedberg number and that figure includes the sheet in this lot. This example has retained all of its selvage as both face 
plate number 8656 and back plate number 8617 remain in the untrimmed bottom selvage and four complete paper guide arrows remain in the 
top and bottom selvage, too. Also, this uncut sheet of four has retained printed tradesmen’s initials in the back upper left corner. This printing 
of initials was a quality control measure by the BEP. This cherished sheet was once mounted and thus the splits, paper pull, and minor foreign 
substance comment on the third party back label. Even so, it still remains as both an elusive and interesting uncut sheet.

It has its 
full complement of top and bottom selvage as we see four complete paper guide arrows plus face plate number 12776 and back plate number 
13192. Also, both the face and back upper selvage contain several tradesmen/’s initials. Three different classes of tradesmen added their initials 
to the plates. They were siderographers, plate finishers, and plate printers. Each tradesmen had a steel punch containing his initials and the 
punch was hammered into a printing plate. See the article in Paper Money, Society of Paper Money Collectors, Vol. LI, No. 5, Whole No. 281, 
September/October 2012, pages 333-342, “Initials in the Margins of Large Size Proofs and Sheets” by Peter Huntoon for more information on 
this subject. The sheet exhibits a restoration which is a reinforcement of a fold between the first and second notes. This reinforcement is only 
seen when the sheet is backlit. Overall, it remains a nice example for this extraordinary collecting field.

Many Napier-Thompson signature notes are the scarcest for their designs as they were in office together barely over eight 
months from November 22, 1912 to March 31, 1913. Registrar of the Treasury James C. Napier was appointed by President William Taft in 
August 1911. Napier was the fourth consecutive black man to be appointed to that high office. He had been born into slavery, but his family 
was freed by their Tennessee master in 1848. Napier became a businessman, lawyer, politician, and civil rights leader. He resigned in protest in 
1913 when President Woodrow Wilson broke with federal precedent and ordered racial segregation of work spaces, restrooms, and lunchrooms 
for federal employees of the Treasury Department, the BEP, and the Post Office in order to appease Southerners in his cabinet. Carmi Thompson 
was a captain in the Spanish-American War, a teacher, a lawyer, and a statewide Ohio politician. President Taft appointed him as Treasurer of 
the United States in November 1912. Thompson would leave office in March 1913 shortly after President Taft stepped down. Only a couple of 
folds are observed through the third party encapsulation on this Chief that sports ideal color.

This Treasury Sawbuck is right up 
there in print quality with the very best that exists. It is a gorgeous, strictly original beauty, that is only held back in grade by minor centering 
issues. The last pair of 64-graded examples that we have sold each broke the $10,000 mark.

20874 Fr. 794 $5 1918 Federal Reserve Bank Note PMG Gem Uncirculated 66 EPQ. 

The 1918 $5 Federal Reserve Series is one of the most underrated in all of Large Size currency. Only one Superb Gem note has been graded by 
PMG, and has never been publicly offered at auction. Outside of a run of notes from the Richmond District, even the 66 grade is scant. This 
piece is tied for finest known from Chicago, and the last appearance in this grade was back in 2017. A similarly graded 66 EPQ realized $5,170 
in our FUN Auction that year; a number that will easily be eclipsed this evening.

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Only Friedberg Number For Type 


20875 Fr. 831 $50 1918 Federal Reserve Bank Note PMG Choice Extremely Fine 45. 

St. Louis was the only district to issue these rare $50 FRBNs which is an essential Federal large size type note for many collectors. Only 4,000 
were issued and not a single Federal Reserve Bank issued a Series 1918 $100 FRBN. Most of the examples of this number are found in high 
grades of Extremely Fine and above. This tells us that the rarity of this note was recognized early on and examples were plucked from circulation 
shortly after they were issued. The Track & Price census of 53 notes is somewhat misleading because most collectors will hold onto this highly in 
demand large size key for years. Also, this population figure has not changed since at least 2006 and has only increased by three since at least 
1994. Seven of the 53 are locked away in the collections of the Federal Reserve Banks of Richmond, Chicago, St. Louis, Dallas, the Smithsonian 
Institution (2), and the ANA. The example in this lot with serial number H899A and plate letter C, was once owned by Harry Bass who acquired 
it in the 1950s from Dallas oil man and fellow Dallas Coin Club member Robert Schermerhorn. It is also the plate note on page 241 of The 
Comprehensive Catalog of U.S. Federal Large-Size Notes, 1861-1929 by Carlson R. Chambliss. One of the earliest proponents of Fr. 831 was 
collector extraordinaire William Philpott and founder of the Dallas Coin Club. He had over a dozen pass through his hands before he passed 
away in 1971. Philpott wrote the article, “One U.S. $50 Note of Amazing Rarity” that appeared in the April 1969 issue of The Numismatist. The 
example in this lot has the look of a higher grade. In the pre-encapsulation days this note was recorded as About Uncirculated by Harry Bass. 
We are able to ascertain very little handling through the third party holder, but we also see embossing of “Federal Reserve Bank” on the back. 
In summary, simply a great rarity with the appearance of a higher grade.

The last appearance of this Friedberg 
number at auction was 2018, when a restored PMG Very Fine 25 realized $7,800, and a PMG 30 realized $9,000 a month later. An Extremely 
Fine 45 is the finest reported note sold for this district and that piece topped out at $21,150, more than double the highest VF price.

Also, the note in this 
lot is alone in second place as the other 45 EPQ listed in T&P is a duplicate entry for the piece in this lot. The eye appeal of this well printed 
C-note is outstanding due to its bright, white paper, ideal inks, and minimal traces of circulation. This EPQ example certainly checks all of the 
boxes for the grade of XF 45.

To our eye, though 
plainly visible, it does not have a material effect on the value of the note. It is a relatively rare number in all grades with only 31 known. None

New York has the highest population figure of this design with 54 serial numbers recorded 
in Track & Price, making it an ideal candidate for either a type collection or a more in depth collecting pursuit. This attractive mid-grade 
example has solid margins and both sides are nice for the grade. We first became aware of this note when it popped up on a dealer's fixed price 
list in 1984. Its next public appearance was not until we auctioned it in January 2016 to the tune of $17,625. A few pinholes have been cited 
by PMG, but they do not detract from the overall aesthetic appeal of this New York $500.

This pretty note is tied with only one other for second place of this Friedberg 
number, with just one piece graded higher, the D1A note. The $500 in this lot saw its first auction at the 1984 Memphis International Paper 
Money Show. It is a nicely margined Cleveland plate letter B example with white paper and dark inks. This holds true on both sides of this $500 
as observed through the third party holder. The back depicts De Soto Discovering the Mississippi. This painting was commissioned by Congress 
and executed by William H. Powell, with the medium being oil on canvas. Powell painted it in Paris from 1848-53. He based the Spaniards’ 
uniforms and accoutrements on examples found within the Museum of Artillery. Dimensions of the painting are 12 by 18 feet and hangs in the 
Capitol Rotunda. This example has a minor restoration above “America” on the face that is hard to pinpoint unless the note is backlit.

1132-D. This note made its brick and mortar numismatic debut 
at our May 2007 St. Louis auction. Its second public appearance was not until we offered it again at our April 2018 Central States auction, where 
it realized $14,400. It is still in its unrestored original condition, with the same pinholes and minor edge splits present during our previous two 
offerings. It is certain that both the lot tracking activity and the page views will be high for this Cleveland $500.

This note has made only one auction 
appearance previously. That was when we offered it in January 2018 and it required a winning bid of $15,600 by our consignor to take it home. 
A $500 note represented a tremendous amount of buying power when this note was first issued; the Internal Revenue Service states that in 1920, 
the average income per year was $3,269.40. Rust and minor repairs are mentioned, but that will hardly stop the individual hunting to fill the 
hole in their type set with a piece that is also very rare.

A lovely, lightly handled Chicago $500 that not only earned the highly sought after EPQ grade modifier, but also the * designation for EPQ 
notes that PMG deems to have exceptional eye appeal for their assigned grade. We concur with their findings on this high-end VF note that 
has escaped the census enumerators until now. The PMG Population Report documents that they have graded only one Fr. 1132-G higher with 
none equal to the piece in this lot. This example sports bright paper, excellent inks, and “The United States of America” at top center exhibits 
embossing on the back directly above the historical vignette of De Soto Discovering the Mississippi. The handling found on this piece consists 
of three vertical folds and a very faint horizontal center fold plus a couple of other random signs of circulation. All this translates into the fact 
that this is the nicest example of this Friedberg number to appear at auction since 2013.

The little rarer example in this lot displays rust, but most of it is found on the back as there are only a couple of light spots on the face within 
the frame lines, while any other rust on this side is confined to the left margin. The highest grade recorded for this Friedberg number is PCGS 45 
on an example that has not been heard from since 2007. The next highest graded examples listed in T&P is the piece in this lot and two others 
that weigh in at PMG 25, with all three having comments. One must realize that high denomination notes of this era represented a tremendous 
amount of purchasing power.

It possesses 
white paper and dark inks, while lacking any pinholes or edge splits. Also, the folds seen through the third party holder are few and broadly 
scattered. It has had a stain lightened as stated by the third party label. The stain was on the far right side of the note and its lightening was well 
executed leaving the note with a natural look. The location of the stain was at far right on both sides, leading us to believe that this $1,000 was 
a part of a bank’s vault cash, and had to be counted time and time again for many years. Therefore, it was counting soil from a teller’s fingers 
and not a true stain. Being designated as a vault cash note, while having to go through the rigors of everyday counting, is probably why this 
charmer was able to survive for the collectors of today.

That is a long-winded way to say that this is the perfect note to 
represent the type without paying a premium for a far scarcer district. The note is a perfect VF 25 and PMG clearly agrees as there are no 


negative comments of any kind. We sold this note at our 2018 FUN auction for $19,200 and certainly expect a similar realization for this 
pleasing high denomination example tonight

A very rare $10 Gold star that is one of only four stars in the Track & Price Census for this Friedberg number. The census number of four has 
increased only by one since March 2004 according to the census and statistics listed in the third edition of The Complete Catalog of United 
States Large Size Star Notes 1910-1929 by Douglas D. Murray. In fact, the reporting dates in Murray for the four examples of Fr. 1168% are July 
1978, May 1979, March 2002, and March 2004. The Fr. 1168: in this lot is the first to cross the auction block since 2015. Despite having been 
washed with some commensurate fading of the back color, this moderately circulated piece faces up quite nicely. Also, minor repairs have 
sealed a few tiny top edge tears that are best seen when the note is backlit. However, the rarity of this star cannot be denied.

Full margins and good color go hand-in-hand with this nice mid-grade note from one of the most sought after issues in United States paper 
money. This is one of fewer than 30 serial numbers reported in the census for Fr. 1175a. Much in demand, this three signature variety $20 Gold 
displays the engraved countersignature of Thomas C. Acton, the Assistant Treasurer of the United States in New York City. PMG does mention 
minor restoration, but it is truly minor, and barely worthy of mention.

Those include two at the San Francisco Federal Reserve Bank, 
one at the Philadelphia Federal Reserve Bank, one at the American Numismatic Association, and one at the Smithsonian Institution. As far as 
we know, this $500 Gold first surfaced on a fixed price list in 1979. It did make an auction appearance in 1983, followed by another fixed 
price list appearance in 1984. From there, the trail went cold until it arrived on our desk. In the meantime, it made a trip to PCGS for grading 
and received a comment of major restorations at the top and bottom edges. These restorations were nicely executed and are not readily visible 
unless the note is back lit. In our opinion, these repairs were necessary to preserve the note for future generations of collectors. The top edge 
has two restoration areas and their horizontal lengths are approximately 1.25 and .75 inches. The bottom edge also has two restoration areas. 
We would deem one area as small and the other has a horizontal length of approximately 1.5 inches. The fact remains that there are only 24 Fr. 
1216 notes to satisfy collector demands.

The example in this lot with serial number D9115-C, is the plate note in Krause 
Publications Standard Catalog of United States Paper Money. This $500 first crossed the auction block to our knowledge when it was part of 
William Donlon’s April 1973 auction. The only other auction appearance we could find for this rarity was when we offered it at our April 2018 
Schaumburg sale. Since that appearance, the note has been graded and encapsulated by PCGS Banknote. This design encompasses Friedberg 
numbers 1215a through 1217 and of those numbers, only Fr. 1216, 1216a, 1216b, and 1217, all with the small red Treasury seal, can be 
considered as “collectible” with population figures in the 29 to 64 range. Gold Certificates were illegal to own from 1933-64, therefore the 
collectors of today owe a debt of gratitude to the collectors during those years who held this class of notes in secret. This $500 is nicely centered 
within balanced margins and exhibits even circulation overall, even with the minor recoloring that is mentioned on the third party label. It all 
boils down to which great collection will acquire this great note?

A high denomination Gold Certificate with a portrait of Alexander Hamilton, who as the first Secretary of the Treasury 
during the years of 1789-95, preferred a monometallic gold standard, but he ultimately issued bimetallic currency at a 
fixed 15:1 ratio of silver to gold. Friedberg 1218e is one of the storied Friedberg numbers in the collecting community 
due to the fact that only a grand total of two Fr. 1218e notes are available to collectors. The total population figure 
stands at five, but one of those is impounded at the Federal Reserve Bank of Chicago and another resides within the 
walls of the Federal Reserve Bank of San Francisco. A third piece with serial number C24623-C was the Friedberg 
plate number for the 2nd-18th (1955-2006) editions, but it has not been seen for decades. In fact, when the example 
in this lot originally came to light in 2013 and was quickly consigned to our FUN 2014 auction, we ran an extensive 
advertising campaign to find the Friedberg plate note. At the Memphis 2013 International Paper Money Show, we 
distributed a “Wanted” poster with a picture of that $1,000 Gold note offering a nice grade small size $500 to anyone 
coming forward with the current whereabouts of the missing Friedberg plate note. We were unsuccessful in finding any 
information on the missing example then and that is still the case today. It is currently believed to be possibly locked 
away in an institutional collection as even members of the Friedberg family do not know from whom their father Robert 
Friedberg originally acquired the photograph. Therefore, we feel quite confident in referring to our present offering as, 
“One of a Mere Two in Private Hands.” Our currently offered piece is a mid-grade beauty with ample margins on all four 
sides, bright white paper, and ideal color on both the face and back. PMG cites a minor restoration on the back label 
and we are unable to see any restoration through their holder. At FUN 2014, the note in this lot commanded a winning 
bid of $881,250. We do not expect a realization of that much in today’s climate, but we do feel that our estimate is on 
the conservative side and would not be surprised if our estimate is roundly eclipsed. Therefore, all prospective bidders 
should heed our warning.

The Series 1907 Gold Certificate issue was printed in the late teens of the 20th century while Teehee and Burke held the positions of Register 
of the Treasury and Treasurer of the United States. From 1915 to 1919, the BEP managed to print 116,000 notes for use mostly in bank to bank 
transactions. Since so few Gold $1,000s were used in regular channels of commerce, they faced a heavy redemption rate. Today, four dozen 
survivors are reported by Track & Price, with this piece having been off the market since we last sold it in April 2015. Of those 48, over a fourth 
are permanently impounded in museum and government collections, or have never been offered at public auction in over 30 years. The seal, 
serial numbers, and the ornately engraved “$1000” on the face are all still sufficiently bright for the grade and the bold, orange back design adds 
immensely to its overall eye appeal. On the back of the PMG holder are the remarks of pinholes and minor restoration. While indeed correct, 
they substantially overstate the nature of these problems, as no single item detracts from the overall appearance of this attractive mid-grade note. 
The foibles are only readily evident when the note is examined in front of a light source and the overall appearance is one which is certain to 
delight this note’s fortunate new owner.

Series. Out of that total, PMG has graded only four equal and five higher than the note in the lot. The last PMG 64 EPQ $10,000 that crossed 
our auction block was a Series 1934 Boston example that realized $216,000 in August 2020. Quality is always held in high regard, therefore, 
we would not be shocked if tonight’s offering supplants the previous high for this denomination and grade.

The tenth edition of the Standard Guide to Small-Size U.S. Paper Money by John Schwartz and Scott Lindquist lists 21 examples of this 
uncut sheet and that does not include the example in this lot. Twenty-five uncut sheets of $1 Hawaiis were originally issued by the Treasury 
Department. Track & Price has recorded only 17 auction appearances since 2001 of this wartime Friedberg number in uncut sheet form. All 
Fr. 2300 uncut sheets are from the F-C block with serial numbers from 41964001 through 41967996, but all serials are not represented within 
that range. Hawaii and North Africa $1 Silver uncut sheets use a numbering scheme unlike any other in our nation’s paper money history. Each 
column of six is consecutive, but all twelve notes on a sheet are not consecutive. The sheet in this lot has a left column with serial numbers 
41964247-41964252 and the right column has serials 41966245-41966250. The Hawaii notes were first issued in June 1942 in the Territory of 
Hawaii along with the islands of Midway, Johnston, and Palmyra. These emergency notes were a protective financial measure against a possible 
invasion by the Japanese. After July 15, 1942, no other United States paper money could be held or used on these islands without a special 
license that was obtainable through the office of the governor of the Territory of Hawaii. The governor at this time was Joseph B. Poindexter 
from March 1934 to August 1942. The first proclamations concerning series of Hawaii notes were made in Poindexter’s name and in the name 
of the military governor of the islands, Brigadier General Thomas H. Green. All restrictions for possessing non-Hawaii notes were removed on 
October 21, 1944. The back third party label mentions a tape repair, adhesive, and small tears. The second note in the left column has the tape 
repair and there are a couple of small tears in the right margin. Nonetheless in the final analysis, a rare World War II uncut sheet of emergency 
notes fit for the finest of collections.

An error note class of the highest rarity as this Atlanta $5 was able to retain its obstruction and now both the note and the brown kraft paper 
obstruction reside in an oversized third party holder. “Kraft” is from the German word Kraft meaning “strength.” Kraft paper is strong and is 
usually brown in color. It is processed from wood pulp and used mostly for bags and wrapping paper. The kraft paper obstruction strip in this 
lot is approximately three inches long and 1.625 inches wide at its farthermost points. The kraft strip received part of the third printing including 
two district “6” indicators, nearly all of the left serial number, and the Atlanta district seal is split almost equally between the kraft paper and 
the note. Adhesive residue is found at upper left, but this agent was what kept the kraft paper in place until this error note reached circulation 
and was discovered. Both sides of this error are boldly embossed with the embossing found on the face being that from the printing on the kraft 
paper. Overall, this is an excellent example of this error class.

Bart also states 
that there are only four different examples of this error type and he goes on to describe them. We did offer a fifth example of this error type in 
September 2016 after the publication of the fourth edition. The error $20 in this lot is plated on page 282 of Bart's fourth edition. A barcode with 
control numbers was on the currency stock paper before the printing of the note started. Then the paper received its face printing followed by 
its overprint printing as both of these printings are definitely printed over the bar code and control numbers that are at upper left. It is certainly 
a rare and fantastic error that leaves one wondering, “how did that happen?”

One of only eight examples documented in both the Bart and Sullivan error references for this wild double denomination; while the face is 
a $10 Federal Reserve Note, the back is a $1 Silver Certificate, as the $1 FRNs were not issued until Series 1963. A few facts about this error 
follows. This is the only small size double denomination error that was printed on 18 subject sheets. Series 1950A was in circulation during 
the years 1953-57. The first example of this highly desirable error that we offered was in September 1999 at our Cincinnati Fall Auction. That 
example had been in the possession of our consignor’s family since 1955 when it was written up in the Morristown Daily Record of Morristown, 
NJ on May 10, 1955 under the headline, “One of Famed $11 Bills’ in Possession Local Man.” Our current offering is not that note and that 
information is supplied for its historical context. Back to our current offering, a little detective work has determined that the $10/$1 Series 1950A 
double denomination error with back plate number 5905 is from Series 1935E of the $1 Silver Certificates. There are only four different small 
size double denomination errors and all of those have Federal Reserve Note faces and backs, except for the offering we present tonight. This 
makes this a double error as the back was not only printed for a different denomination, but also for an entirely different class of notes altogether. 
Both of these error types found on this “$11” note are of the highest rarity and especially so on a single note. If double denominations are the 
“King of Errors,” what is a double denomination with a back intended for a different class of notes?

A lovely mid-grade example of the “King of Errors,” this note is from the only national bank that was permitted to have a title that did not have 
the word “National” in its title. Salmon P. Chase has instructed that all national banks must have the words “National Bank” as part of their 
titles. An influential group of Philadelphia bankers convinced Congress to pass a special act to allow the title for this institution that was the 
first congressionally chartered bank in 1782. This piece has been off the market since it was sold as part of the Frank Levitan collection in 1998. 
Only about 25 large size National Bank Note double denomination examples are known to exist from all banks combined, and the appearance 
of even one example is generally the high point of any error offering. For the sake of cataloging accuracy, it has to be noted that PMG has 
mentioned a restoration which is not readily apparent. For comparison purposes, in our last Long Beach auction, we sold a Second Charter 
double denomination note from the German National Bank of Cincinnati, OH for $32,900.

A wonderful example of the “King of Errors” and a note with a most impressive pedigree, which can be traced back to its appearance in the 
Grinnell sale of June 1946, where it sold as part of a cut sheet for the then astronomical price of $3,550. The cut sheet then appeared in the 
Herman Halpern sale in 1993, after which the four notes were divided. While all four notes have appeared at auction since the Halpern sale, 
none have crossed the auction block since 2004, including this example which we sold in our May 2001 auction for $30,250. All four notes 
from the sheet were graded as “Superb Crisp Uncirculated” when they sold back in 1946 and all, including this offering, appear Choice New 
at a glance. There is, however, just enough evidence of the faintest of folds (which are present on all four notes) to compel an AU grade for this 
note. Whatever the technical grade, this is a note that will become the centerpiece of any serious collection of Double Denominations.

In the event that no bid meets or exceeds that opening amount, the lot shall pass as unsold or the Auctioneer 
may place a protective bid on behalf of the consignor. 

8. All items are to be purchased per lot as numerically indicated and no lots will be broken. 

9. Auctioneer reserves the right to rescind the sale in the event of nonpayment, breach of a warranty, disputed 
ownership, auctioneer’s clerical error or omission in exercising bids and reserves, or for any other reason and 
in Auctioneer’s sole discretion.

Ibrahim Salem is known as one of the all-time most dedicated banknote collectors. There is no region 
or country that he did not actively seek out to collect. This week, we bring present for auction an 
incredible offering of United States bank notes. Some of the most rare and desirable types are offered. 
Serial number rarity is a passion of Ibrahim’s, and some of the more common types are presented here 
in Serial Number 1, or in the form of special serial numbers. He excelled to the next level, no matter the 
collecting challenge. 


Ibrahim’s professional and collecting passions are intertwined. He is one of the most accomplished 
architects in Dubai, with his projects spanning the skyline. There is no picture of the Emirates’ crown 
jewel that does not feature some of his work. The same passions that drive his creativity in design attracts 
him to the beauty, geometry, and history represented on bank notes. 


The catalogs here are the next in an installment of contributions to the collecting community. The 
catalogs, descriptions and images here are an indelible part of bank note history. His other auction 
references, like the Cyprus catalog we published, are now heavily used references and each of these 
catalogs will serve researchers and collectors for decades to come. The rarities within bear Ibrahim’s 
name, extending their illustrious pedigrees. 


Ibrahim’s contributions to the world and numismatics could go on forever. In 2012, the King of Jordan, 
His Majesty King Abdullah Il awarded him the Al Hussein Medal of Merit, first class. He has supported 
the International Bank Note Society, published numerous research articles and published a two-volume 
book, Banknotes of Destiny, which spans his 40 years of collecting experience. He is a life member of 
the IBNS, and member of many other of our beloved organizations including The American Numismatic 
Association, Canadian Paper Money Society, and Society of Paper Money Collectors.

Only a grand total of 70 examples of the Rainbow $50 are enumerated in the Track & Price Census. A dozen of those notes are either locked 
away in museums or Federal Reserve Banks. Track & Price lists only six notes graded higher than the beautiful Fr. 151 in this lot. In fact, our 
archives show that we have offered only a single Fr. 151 third party graded note higher and none equal. Our one higher offering was a PCGS 
58PPQ and it realized $176,250 in January 2013. This is only the second time that the current note with serial number Y405621 has been 
offered at auction since the August 1983 ANA. The other appearance occurred in April 2016 at our Central States auction and the price realized 
was $223,250. It has been owned by our consignor since then and his name can be added to the illustrious provenance this note possesses. 
Previous owners of this note were famed paper money collectors/dealers George Blake, William A. Philpott, and Bob Medlar. It is a plate letter 
A example with three wide margins and excellent red and blue color on the face, while the green ink on the back is ideal. The face has at left a 
vignette of Return to Peace where Peace is holding a small statue of Mercury in her left hand and a portrait of Kentucky statesman Henry Clay 
at right. It is a beautiful Rainbow $50 that is certainly worth stretching for.

The single digit serial numbers for these notes were applied by hand by 
ladies who worked at the BEP with the help of a “paging” machine. (In fact serial numbers from 1 to 1000 were applied with “paging” machines 
from 1903 to 1927. This procedure was discontinued in 1927 and the BEP stopped numbering the first 10,000,000 of each block.) Only one 
serial number of two per note was applied at a time. The single digit serial numbers are slightly askew on this quartet because they were applied 
by hand. (Total: 4 notes)

A mere 34 Original Series hundreds (not counting the 
seven reported $100 National Gold Bank Notes) comprise the entire census from all states and banks combined, with 3 of that number confined 
to institutional collections. This piece bears the additional distinction of being the only $100 Original Series example known on any of the 
First 100 Charter banks. As recognition of the rarity of these high denomination First Charters has spread, prices have adjusted substantially in 
recent years, with auction realizations now rapidly advancing into the middle and upper five figures for any acceptable example. This offering 
is an evenly circulated note which, despite PMG’s comment about minor restoration, appears perfect for the grade, with excellent colors and 
signatures. PMG does list its illustrious pedigree on its back label, with this note tracing its lineage to the famed Grinnell holdings, and then to 
Amon Carter, Jr. and Don C. Kelly.

With the only other Henrietta issuer also being a Brown Back only bank, which was an early 
casualty in 1887 of Texas’ fickle frontier economy and is unreported to date, one of the three number 1 examples on charter number 4068 
represent the only method of owning a note from this small community. This $5 has four ample margins, nice centering, ideal inks, and sharp 
pen signatures of Cashier F.B. Wyatt and President Jno. G. James. The note’s only flaw is a small repaired right edge split. Included with this lot 
is a portrait card of President James A. Garfield that shares the portrait that is found on the $5 Brown Back.

$3,700, and thereafter entered the Territorial collection of J.L. Irish, where it remained until the sale of the Irish collection in 1997. It was last on 
the market four years ago, when it was obtained by our current consignor.

Nixon started his banking career in Winnemucca, where he and 
his associate F.M. Lee (who signs this note as the bank’s Cashier) organized the First National Bank in 1886. Nixon served as President of that 
bank until 1906, when he moved to Reno and founded the Nixon NB. He served as President of that institution until his death in 1912. Along 
the way he found time to enter into a partnership with George Wingfield (who later served as President of this bank, which was renamed the 
Reno NB in 1915) in several mining ventures. He also served as one of Nevada's two United States Senators from his election in 1905 until 
departing this life in 1912. Twenty-one is the lucky number of Red Seals known on the entire state of Nevada. Many of the known Nevada Red 
Seals have been closely held for years, which explains why there have been so few auction appearances on record. This offering, which is one 
of just five $20 examples of this type reported, displays good color and comes in a comment free holder. It offers a rare opportunity which has 
been available only a few times in the past 20-plus years.

7. Auctioneer accepts bids from the Internet, telephone, fax, mail, floor, and HeritageLive! from registere 
clients. 

8. Bids in Signature* Auctions may be placed as set forth in the printed catalog section entitled “Choose your 
bidding method.” For auctions held solely on the Internet, see the alternatives on HA.com. Review at 
http://www.ha.com/c/ref/web-tips.zx#biddingTutorial. 

9. Presentment of Bids: Non-Internet bids (including but not limited to podium, fax, phone and mail bids) an 
floor bids must be on-increment or at a half increment (“Cut Bid”). Any podium, fax, phone, or mail bids that 
do not conform to a full or half increment will be rounded up or down to the nearest full or half increment 
and this revised amount will be considered your high bid. 

10. Auctioneer’s Execution of Certain Bids. Auctioneer cannot be responsible for your errors in bidding or entry 
of bids. When identical mail or fax bids are submitted, preference is given to the first received. To ensure the 
greatest accuracy, written bids should be entered on the standard printed bid sheet and received by Auctioneer 
at least two business days prior to Auction start. Auctioneer is not responsible for executing mail bids or fax 

ids received on or after the day the first lot is sold, nor Internet bids submitted after the published closing

12. If Auctioneer calls for a full increment, Bidder may request Auctioneer to accept a Cut Bid only once per lot. 
After offering a Cut Bid, Bidder may continue to bid on lot only at full increments. Off-increment bids may be 
accepted by the Auctioneer at Signature® Auctions. Bids solicited by Auctioneer at other than the expected 
increment will not be considered Cut Bids. 

Conducting the Auction: 

13. Notice of the consignor’s liberty to place bids on his lots in the Auction is hereby made in accordance with 
Article 2 of the Texas Business and Commercial Code. A “Minimum Bid” is an amount below which the lot 
will not sell. THE CONSIGNOR OF PROPERTY MAY PLACE WRITTEN “Minimum Bids” ON HIS LOTS IN

14. The highest qualified Bidder recognized by the Auctioneer shall be the Buyer. In the event of a tie bid, the 
earliest bid received or recognized wins. In the event of any dispute between any Bidders at an Auction, 
Auctioneer may at his sole discretion reoffer the lot. Auctioneer’s decision and declaration of the winning 
Bidder shall be final and binding upon all Bidders. Bids properly offered, whether by floor Bidder or other 
means of bidding, may on occasion be missed or go unrecognized; in such cases, the Auctioneer may declare 
the recognized bid accepted as the winning bid, regardless of whether a competing bid may have been higher. 
Auctioneer reserves the right after the hammer fall to accept bids and reopen bidding for bids placed through 
the Internet or otherwise. Regardless of placed bids, Auctioneer reserves the right to withdraw any lot, or any 
part of a lot, from Auction at any time prior to the opening of any such lot by the auctioneer (crier), or in the 
case of Internet-only auctions when the bid opens for either live Internet bidding or the beginning of any 
extended period. 

5. Auctioneer reserves the right to refuse to honor any bid or to limit the amount of any bid, in its sole discretion. 
A bid is considered not made in “Good Faith” when made by an insolvent or irresponsible person, a person 
under the age of eighteen, or is not supported by satisfactory credit, references, or otherwise. Regardless of the 
disclosure of his identity, any bid by a consignor or his agent on a lot consigned by him is deemed to be made 
in “Good Faith.” Any person apparently appearing on the OFAC list is not eligible to bid. 

6. Nominal Bids. The Auctioneer in its sole discretion may reject nominal bids, small opening bids, or very 
nominal advances. 

7. Lots bearing bidding estimates shall open at Auctioneer’s discretion (generally 40%-60% of the low estimate). 
In the event that no bid meets or exceeds that opening amount, the lot shall pass as unsold or the Auctioneer 
may place a protective bid on behalf of the consignor. 

8. All items are to be purchased per lot as numerically indicated and no lots will be broken. 

9. Auctioneer reserves the right to rescind the sale in the event of nonpayment, breach of a warranty, disputed 
ownership, auctioneer’s clerical error or omission in exercising bids and reserves, or for any other reason and 
in Auctioneer’s sole discretion. 

20. Auctioneer occasionally experiences Internet and/or Server service outages, and Auctioneer periodically 
schedules system downtime for maintenance and other purposes, during which Bidders cannot participate or 
place bids. If such outages occur, bidding may be extended at Auctioneer’s discretion. Bidders unable to place 
their bids through the Internet are directed to contact Client Services at 877-HERITAGE (437-4824). 

21. The Auctioneer, its affiliates, or their employees consign items to be sold in the Auction, and may bid on those 
lots or any other lots. 

22. The Auctioneer may extend advances, guarantees, or loans to certain consignors. 

23. The Auctioneer has the right to sell certain unsold items after the close of the Auction. Such lots shall be 
considered sold during the Auction and all these Terms and Conditions shall apply to such sales including but 
not limited to the Buyer’s Premium, return rights, and disclaimers. 

Payment: 

24. All sales are strictly for cash in United States dollars (including U.S. currency, bank wire, cashier checks, 
travelers checks, eChecks, and bank money orders, and are subject to all reporting requirements). All 
deliveries are subject to good funds; funds being received in Auctioneer’s account before delivery of the 
merchandise; and all payments are subject to a clearing period. Auctioneer reserves the right to determine if 
a check constitutes “good funds”: checks drawn on a U.S. bank are subject to a ten business day hold, thirty 
days when drawn on an international bank. Clients with pre-arranged credit may receive immediate credit 
for payments via eCheck, personal, or corporate checks. All others will be subject to a hold of 5 business days, 
or more, for the funds to clear prior to releasing merchandise. (Ref. T&C item 7 Credit for additional 
information.) Payments can be made 24-48 hours post auction from the My Orders page of the HA.com 
website. Payment via credit card (Visa, Mastercard, and Discover) will be accepted upon 
prior approval by Auctioneer.

In cases of 
nonpayment, Auctioneer’s election to void a sale does not relieve the Bidder from their obligation to pay 
Auctioneer its fees (seller’s and buyer’s premium) on the lot and any other damages pertaining to the lot or 
Auctioneer. Alternatively, Auctioneer at its sole option, may charge a twenty (20%) fee based on the amount 
of the purchase. In either case the Auctioneer may offset amount of its claim against any monies owing to the 
Bidder or secure its claim against any of the Bidder’s properties held by the Auctioneer. 

26. Purchased lots may be subject to taxes or fees imposed by various foreign taxing agencies. Buyer is responsible 
for paying all foreign imposed taxes whether VAT, GST, etc. prior to delivery unless other arrangements are 
made in writing. Lots delivered to Buyer, or Buyer’s representative are subject to all applicable state and local 
taxes, unless appropriate permits are on file with Auctioneer. Should state sales tax become applicable in the 
state for delivery prior to delivery of the property on the invoice, Buyer agrees to pay all applicable state sales 
tax as required by the delivery state as of the shipping date. Buyer agrees to pay Auctioneer the actual amount 
of tax due in the event that sales tax is not properly collected due to: 1) an expired, inaccurate, or inappropriate 
tax certificate or declaration, 2) an incorrect interpretation of the applicable statute, 3) or any other reason. 
The appropriate form or certificate must be on file at and verified by Auctioneer five days prior to Auction, or 
tax must be paid; only if such form or certificate is received by Auctioneer within 4 days after Auction can a 
refund of tax paid be made. Lots from different Auctions may not be aggregated for sales tax purposes. 

27. Inthe event that Buyer’s payment is dishonored upon presentment(s), Buyer shall pay the maximum statutory 
processing fee set by applicable state law. If Buyer attempts to pay via eCheck and Buyer’s financial institution 
denies this bank account, or the payment cannot be completed using the selected funding source, Buyer agrees 
to complete payment using your credit card on file (subject to the surcharge detailed in paragraph 24). 

28. If any Auction invoice submitted by Auctioneer is not paid in full when due, the unpaid balance will bear 
interest at the highest rate permitted by law from the date of invoice until paid. Any invoice not paid when 
due will bear a three percent (3%) late fee on the invoice amount. If the Auctioneer refers any invoice to an 
attorney for collection, Buyer agrees to pay attorney’s fees, court costs, and other collection costs incurred by 
Auctioneer. If Auctioneer assigns collection to its in-house legal staff, such attorney’s time expended on the 
matter shall be compensated at a rate comparable to the hourly rate of independent attorneys. 

29. In the event Buyer fails to pay any amounts due, Buyer authorizes Auctioneer to charge the Buyer's credit card 
on file with Auctioneer in the amount required to pay the invoice in full or sell the lot(s) securing the invoice 
to any underbidders in the Auction that the lot(s) appeared, or at subsequent private or public sale, or relist 
the lot(s) in a future auction conducted by Auctioneer. A defaulting Buyer agrees to pay for the reasonable 
costs of resale (including a 15% seller's commission, if consigned to an auction conducted by Auctioneer). The 
defaulting Buyer is liable to pay any difference between his total original invoice for the lot(s), plus any 
applicable interest, and the net proceeds for the lot(s) if sold at private sale or the subsequent hammer price 
of the lot(s) less the 15% seller’s commissions, if sold at an Auctioneer’s auction. 

30. Title shall not pass to Buyer until all invoices are paid in full. Auctioneer shall have a lien against the 
merchandise purchased by Buyer to secure payment of any and all outstanding Auction invoices. Auctioneer 
is further granted a lien and the right to retain possession of any other property of Buyer then held by 
Auctioneer or its affiliates to secure payment of any Auction invoice or any other amounts due Auctioneer or 
affiliates from Buyer. With respect to these lien rights, Auctioneer shall have all the rights of a secured creditor 
under Article 9 of the Texas Uniform Commercial Code, including but not limited to the right of sale 
(including a 15% seller’s commission, if consigned to an auction conducted by Auctioneer). Any Heritage 
foreclosure auction venue is deemed a reasonably commercial sale. In addition, with respect to payment of 
the Auction invoice(s), Buyer waives any and all rights of offset he might otherwise have against Auctioneer 
and the consignor of the merchandise included on the invoice. If Buyer owes Auctioneer or its affiliates on 


any account, Auctioneer and its affiliates shall have the right to offset such unpaid account by any credit 
balance due Buyer, and it may secure by possessory lien any unpaid amount by any of the Buyer’s property in 
their possession. 

Delivery; Shipping; and Handling Charges: 

31. Buyer is liable for all shipping, handling, registration, and renewal fees, if any. Please refer to Auctioneer’s 
website HA.com/c/shipping.zx for the latest charges or call Auctioneer. Auctioneer is unable to combine 
purchases from other auctions or affiliates into one package for shipping purposes. Merchandise will be 
shipped in a commercially reasonable time after payment in good funds for the merchandise and the shipping 
fees is received or credit extended, except when third-party shipment occurs. Buyer on lots designated for 
third-party shipment must designate the common carrier, accept risk of loss, and prepay shipping costs. Buyer 
agrees that Service and Handling charges related to shipping items which are not pre-paid may be charged to 
the credit card on file with Auctioneer (subject to the surcharge detailed in paragraph 24). 

32. Successful international Bidders shall provide written shipping instructions, including specified customs 
declarations, to Auctioneer for any lots to be delivered outside of the United States. NOTE: Declaration value 
shall be the item’(s) hammer price together with its buyer's premium and Auctioneer shall use the correct 
harmonized code for the lot. 

33. On all shipments in which Auctioneer charges the Delivery, Handling, and Transit Fee infra, any risk of loss 
during shipment will be borne by Auctioneer until the common carrier’s confirmation of delivery to the 
address of record in Auctioneer’s file, this is the “Secure Location”. A common carrier’s confirmation is 
conclusive to prove delivery to Buyer; if the client has a Signature release on file with the carrier, the package 
is considered delivered without Signature. Auctioneer shall arrange, select, and engage common carriers an 
other transportation vendors on your behalf. Transit services are subject to the following terms an 
conditions: 
a. Scope of Transit Services: Merchandise for transit will be insured under one or more insurance policies 

issued by an authorized broker to Auctioneer. The merchandise will be insured for the invoice price of the 
properties (hammer price plus Buyer’s Premium) (“Insured Value”). For each shipment, Buyer will 
provide a Secure Location to which the items will be delivered. NOTICE: Auctioneer is neither an 
insurance company nor a common carrier of any type. 
b. Auctioneer’s Compensation for Transit Services: Auctioneer will provide transit services to Buyer for % 
of 1% of the Insured Value, plus packaging and handling fees and fees for the common carrier (collectively, 
“Delivery, Handling, and Transit Fee”). Buyer agrees to pay Delivery, Handling, and Transit Fee an 
comply with all terms of payment as set forth herein. 
c. Auctioneer’s Limitation of Liability for Transit Services: Buyer understands and agrees that Auctioneer’s 
liability for loss of or damage to the items, if any, ends when the items have been delivered to the Secure 
Location, and Auctioneer has received evidence of delivery. Any claim that property has sustained loss or 
damage during transit must be reported to Auctioneer within seventy-two (72) hours of the delivery date. 
Any recovery for loss of or damage to any merchandise is limited to the lesser of actual cash value of the 
merchandise or the Insured Value. Under no circumstances is Auctioneer liable for consequential or 
punitive damages. 

34. It shall be the responsibility for Buyer to arrange pick-up or shipping in a timely manner (within 10 days). 
Merchandise will be subject to storage and moving charges, including a $100 administration fee plus $10 daily 
storage for larger items and $5 daily for smaller items (storage fee per item) after 35 days. In the event the 
merchandise is not removed within ninety days, the merchandise may be offered for sale to recover any past 
due storage or moving fees, including a 20% Seller's Commission. 

35. A. NOTICE OF CITES COMPLIANCE: The purchase of items made from protected species: Any property 
made of or incorporating endangered or protected species or wildlife may have import and/or export 
restrictions established by the Convention of International Trade in Endangered Species of Wild Fauna and 

Flora (CITES) in various countries and domestically. Plant and animal properties include (but are not limited 

to) items made of (or including) Brazilian rosewood, ivory, whalebone, turtle shell, coral, crocodile, alligator, 

lizard, or other wildlife. These items may not be available to ship internationally or, in some cases, 
domestically. Domestic bans and restrictions exist in these states: 1) California state law prohibits the 
importation of any product containing Python skin into the State of California, thus no lot containing Python 
skin will be shipped to or invoiced to a person or company in California. 2) Fossil Ivory is currently banned 
or restricted in 5 U.S. states: New York, New Jersey, California, Hawaii, and New Mexico.

35. B. California State law prohibits the importation of any product containing Python skin into the State of 
California. No merchandise containing Python skin will be shipped to or invoiced to a person or company in 
California. 

35. C. Auctioneer shall not be liable for any loss caused by or resulting from: 

a. Seizure or destruction under quarantine or Customs regulation, or confiscation by order of any

37. NO WARRANTY, WHETHER EXPRESSED OR IMPLIED, IS MADE WITH RESPECT TO ANY 
DESCRIPTION CONTAINED IN THIS AUCTION OR ANY SECOND OPINE. Any description of 
merchandise or second opine contained in this Auction is for the sole purpose of identifying merchandise for 
those Bidders who do not have the opportunity to view merchandise prior to bidding, and no description of 
merchandise has been made part of the basis of the bargain or has created any express warranty that 
merchandise would conform to any description made by Auctioneer. Color variations can be expected in any 
electronic or printed imaging, and are not grounds for the return of any lot. NOTE: Auctioneer, in specified 
auction venues, e.g. Fine Art, may have express written warranties and Bidder is referred to those specific 
terms and conditions. 

38. Auctioneer is selling only such right or title to merchandise being sold as Auctioneer may have by virtue of 
consignment agreements on the date of auction and disclaims any warranty of title to the merchandise. 
Auctioneer disclaims any warranty of merchantability or fitness for any particular purposes. All images, 
descriptions, sales data, and archival records are the exclusive property of Auctioneer, and may be used by 
Auctioneer for advertising, promotion, archival records, and any other uses deemed appropriate. 

39. Translations of foreign language documents may be provided as a convenience to interested parties. 
Auctioneer makes no representation as to the accuracy of those translations and will not be held responsible 
for errors in bidding arising from inaccuracies in translation. 

40. Auctioneer disclaims all liability for damages, consequential or otherwise, arising out of or in connection with 
the sale of any merchandise by Auctioneer to Bidder. No third party may rely on any benefit of these Terms 
and Conditions and any rights, if any, established hereunder are personal to Bidder and may not be assigned. 
Any statement made by the Auctioneer is an opinion and does not constitute a warranty or representation. 
No employee of Auctioneer may alter these Terms and Conditions, and, unless signed by a principal of 
Auctioneer, any such alteration is null and void. 

41. Auctioneer shall not be liable for breakage of glass or damage to frames (patent or latent); such defects, in any 
event, shall not be a basis for return or reduction in purchase price. 

Release: 

42. In consideration of participation in Auction and the placing of a bid, Bidder expressly releases Auctioneer, its 
officers, directors and employees, its affiliates, and its outside experts that provide second opines, from any 
and all claims, cause of action, chose of action, whether at law or equity or any arbitration or mediation rights 
existing under the rules of any professional society or affiliation based upon the assigned description, or a 


derivative theory, breach of warranty express or implied, representation or other matter set forth within these 
Terms and Conditions of Auction or otherwise. In the event of a claim, Bidder agrees that such rights and 
privileges conferred therein are strictly construed as specifically declared herein, and are the exclusive remedy. 
Bidder, by non-compliance to these express terms of a granted remedy, shall waive any claim against 
Auctioneer. 

43. Notice: Some merchandise sold by Auctioneer is inherently dangerous e.g. firearms, cannons, and small items 
that may be swallowed or ingested or may have latent defects all of which may cause harm to a person. Buyer 
accepts all risk of loss or damage from its purchase of these items and Auctioneer disclaims any liability 
whether under contract or tort for damages and losses, direct or inconsequential, and expressly disclaims any 
warranty as to safety or usage of any lot sold. 

Dispute Resolution, Arbitration, and Remedies: 
By placing a bid or otherwise participating in Auction, Bidder accepts these Terms and Conditions of Auction, 
and specifically agrees to the dispute resolution provided herein. 

44. Exclusive Dispute Resolution Process: All claims, disputes, or controversies in connection with, relating to, 
and/or arising out of Bidder’s participation in Auction or purchase of any lot, any interpretation of the Terms 
and Conditions of Sale or any amendments thereto, any description of any lot or condition report, any damage 
to any lot, any alleged verbal modification of any term of sale or condition report or description, and/or any 
purported settlement whether asserted in contract, tort, under Federal or State statute or regulation, or any 
claim made by Bidder of a lot or Bidder’s participation in Auction involving the auction or a specific lot 
involving a warranty or representation of a consignor or other person or entity including Auctioneer {which 
claim Bidder consents to be made a party} (collectively, “Claim”) shall be exclusively heard by, and the 
claimant (or respondent) and Auctioneer each consent to the Claim being presented in a confidential binding 
arbitration before a single arbitrator administrated by and conducted under the rules of, the American 
Arbitration Association. The locale for all such arbitrations shall be Dallas, Texas. The arbitrator’s award may 
be enforced in any court of competent jurisdiction. In the event that any Claim needs to be litigated, including 
actions to compel arbitration, construe the agreement, actions in aid of arbitration, or otherwise, such 
litigation shall be exclusively in the Courts of the State of Texas, in Dallas County, Texas, and if necessary the 
corresponding appellate courts. If a Claim involves a consumer, exclusive subject matter jurisdiction for the 
Claim is in the State District Courts of Dallas County, Texas and the consumer consents to subject matter and 
in personam jurisdiction; further CONSUMER EXPRESSLY WAIVES ANY RIGHT TO TRIAL BY JURY. A 
consumer may elect arbitration as specified above. Any claim involving the purchase or sale of numismatic or 
related items may be submitted through binding PNG arbitration. A Claim is not subject to class certification. 

45. Choice of Law: Agreement and any Claim shall be determined and construed under Texas law. 

46. Fees and Costs: The prevailing party (a party that is awarded substantial and material relief on its damage 
claim based on damages sought versus awarded or the successful defense of a Claim based on damages sought 
versus awarded) may be awarded reasonable attorneys’ fees and costs. 

47. Remedies: Any Claim must be brought within two (2) years of the alleged breach, default or misrepresentation 
or the Claim is waived. After one (1) year has elapsed, Auctioneer’s maximum liability shall be limited to any 
commissions and fees Auctioneer earned on that lot. Auctioneer in no event shall be responsible for 
consequential damages, incidental damages, compensatory damages, or any other damages arising or claimed 
to be arising from the auction of any lot. Exemplary or punitive damages are not permitted and are waived. In 
the event that Auctioneer cannot deliver the lot or subsequently it is established that the lot lacks title, or other 
transfer or condition issue is claimed, in such cases the sole remedy shall be limited to rescission of sale and 
refund of the amount paid by Buyer; in no case shall Auctioneer’s maximum liability exceed the high bid on 
that lot, which bid shall be deemed for all purposes the value of the lot. In the event of an attribution error, 
Auctioneer may at its sole discretion, correct the error on the Internet, or, if discovered at a later date, refund 
Buyer’s purchase price without further obligation.

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| Foreword 


Ibrahim Salem is known as one of the all-time most dedicated banknote collectors. There is no region 
or country that he did not actively seek out to collect. This week, we bring present for auction an 
incredible offering of United States bank notes. Some of the most rare and desirable types are offered. 
Serial number rarity is a passion of Ibrahim’s, and some of the more common types are presented here 
in Serial Number 1, or in the form of special serial numbers. He excelled to the next level, no matter the 
collecting challenge. 


Ibrahim’s professional and collecting passions are intertwined. He is one of the most accomplished 
architects in Dubai, with his projects spanning the skyline. There is no picture of the Emirates’ crown 
jewel that does not feature some of his work. The same passions that drive his creativity in design attracts 
him to the beauty, geometry, and history represented on bank notes. 


The catalogs here are the next in an installment of contributions to the collecting community. The 
catalogs, descriptions and images here are an indelible part of bank note history. His other auction 
references, like the Cyprus catalog we published, are now heavily used references and each of these 
catalogs will serve researchers and collectors for decades to come. The rarities within bear Ibrahim’s 
name, extending their illustrious pedigrees. 


Ibrahim’s contributions to the world and numismatics could go on forever. In 2012, the King of Jordan, 
His Majesty King Abdullah Il awarded him the Al Hussein Medal of Merit, first class. He has supported 
the International Bank Note Society, published numerous research articles and published a two-volume 
book, Banknotes of Destiny, which spans his 40 years of collecting experience. He is a life member of 
the IBNS, and member of many other of our beloved organizations including The American Numismatic 
Association, Canadian Paper Money Society, and Society of Paper Money Collectors. 


In a quarter century as a professional numismatist, there are few collectors that have left a mark on our 
hobby as big as Ibrahim’s. There are few collections that could even be considered in the same class as 
his. His network of friends in our hobby keeps us young and connected. If you have traveled to shows, 
you are likely to have been greeted by him, as | have in a number of different countries. 


To all who know Ibrahim personally, he is a very giving and most hospitable colleague and host, perhaps 
due in no small part to his wonderful wife Areej. He is a collector anyone would regard as a friend first, 
and fellow collector second. It is often the individuals in this hobby, not the notes, that make collecting 
truly rewarding.

The Kentucky $10 design features a vignette of the non-laboring members 
of a farm family waiting for harvesters coming back from the fields. This 
is flanked by two oval allegorical vignettes of, perhaps, Prosperity and 
Manufacturing in the lower corners. A red TEN protector completes the 
design. The note is printed on India paper with the usual small POCs 
in the signature lines. PMG indicates there is a tear which is virtu- 
ally impossible to find through the holder. There were 20 examples of this 
variety in Lots 517-521 in the 1990 ABNCo Archives sale. 

The Massachusetts $20 features a large multistory factory flanked by 
vignettes of Justice seated at left and women working at textile looms 
at right. There is a dark red lace overall tint with a large red and white 
XX protector and a smaller TWENTY protector.

The bridge, which connects 
St. Louis, Missouri and East St. Louis, Illinois, is still in use nearly a century and a half after its completion. The centering on both face and back leaves 
little to be desired, and we can not imagine why this pretty number 1 example is not in a Choice holder.

12. If Auctioneer calls for a full increment, Bidder may request Auctioneer to accept a Cut Bid only once per lot. 
After offering a Cut Bid, Bidder may continue to bid on lot only at full increments. Off-increment bids may be 
accepted by the Auctioneer at Signature® Auctions. Bids solicited by Auctioneer at other than the expected 
increment will not be considered Cut Bids. 

Conducting the Auction:

Auctioneer’s decision and declaration of the winning 
Bidder shall be final and binding upon all Bidders. Bids properly offered, whether by floor Bidder or other 
means of bidding, may on occasion be missed or go unrecognized; in such cases, the Auctioneer may declare 
the recognized bid accepted as the winning bid, regardless of whether a competing bid may have been higher. 
Auctioneer reserves the right after the hammer fall to accept bids and reopen bidding for bids placed through 
the Internet or otherwise.

If Buyer attempts to pay via eCheck and Buyer’s financial institution 
denies this bank account, or the payment cannot be completed using the selected funding source, Buyer agrees 
to complete payment using your credit card on file (subject to the surcharge detailed in paragraph 24). 

28. If any Auction invoice submitted by Auctioneer is not paid in full when due, the unpaid balance will bear 
interest at the highest rate permitted by law from the date of invoice until paid. Any invoice not paid when 
due will bear a three percent (3%) late fee on the invoice amount. If the Auctioneer refers any invoice to an 
attorney for collection, Buyer agrees to pay attorney’s fees, court costs, and other collection costs incurred by 
Auctioneer.

29. In the event Buyer fails to pay any amounts due, Buyer authorizes Auctioneer to charge the Buyer's credit card 
on file with Auctioneer in the amount required to pay the invoice in full or sell the lot(s) securing the invoice 
to any underbidders in the Auction that the lot(s) appeared, or at subsequent private or public sale, or relist 
the lot(s) in a future auction conducted by Auctioneer. A defaulting Buyer agrees to pay for the reasonable 
costs of resale (including a 15% seller's commission, if consigned to an auction conducted by Auctioneer). The 
defaulting Buyer is liable to pay any difference between his total original invoice for the lot(s), plus any 
applicable interest, and the net proceeds for the lot(s) if sold at private sale or the subsequent hammer price 
of the lot(s) less the 15% seller’s commissions, if sold at an Auctioneer’s auction. 

30. Title shall not pass to Buyer until all invoices are paid in full. Auctioneer shall have a lien against the 
merchandise purchased by Buyer to secure payment of any and all outstanding Auction invoices. Auctioneer 
is further granted a lien and the right to retain possession of any other property of Buyer then held by 
Auctioneer or its affiliates to secure payment of any Auction invoice or any other amounts due Auctioneer or 
affiliates from Buyer.

Auctioneer is unable to combine 
purchases from other auctions or affiliates into one package for shipping purposes. Merchandise will be 
shipped in a commercially reasonable time after payment in good funds for the merchandise and the shipping 
fees is received or credit extended, except when third-party shipment occurs.

In the event the 
merchandise is not removed within ninety days, the merchandise may be offered for sale to recover any past 
due storage or moving fees, including a 20% Seller's Commission. 

35. A. NOTICE OF CITES COMPLIANCE: The purchase of items made from protected species: Any property 
made of or incorporating endangered or protected species or wildlife may have import and/or export 
restrictions established by the Convention of International Trade in Endangered Species of Wild Fauna and

Any description of 
merchandise or second opine contained in this Auction is for the sole purpose of identifying merchandise for 
those Bidders who do not have the opportunity to view merchandise prior to bidding, and no description of 
merchandise has been made part of the basis of the bargain or has created any express warranty that 
merchandise would conform to any description made by Auctioneer.

40. Auctioneer disclaims all liability for damages, consequential or otherwise, arising out of or in connection with 
the sale of any merchandise by Auctioneer to Bidder. No third party may rely on any benefit of these Terms 
and Conditions and any rights, if any, established hereunder are personal to Bidder and may not be assigned. 
Any statement made by the Auctioneer is an opinion and does not constitute a warranty or representation. 
No employee of Auctioneer may alter these Terms and Conditions, and, unless signed by a principal of 
Auctioneer, any such alteration is null and void. 

41. Auctioneer shall not be liable for breakage of glass or damage to frames (patent or latent); such defects, in any 
event, shall not be a basis for return or reduction in purchase price. 

Release: 

42. In consideration of participation in Auction and the placing of a bid, Bidder expressly releases Auctioneer, its 
officers, directors and employees, its affiliates, and its outside experts that provide second opines, from any 
and all claims, cause of action, chose of action, whether at law or equity or any arbitration or mediation rights 
existing under the rules of any professional society or affiliation based upon the assigned description, or a 


derivative theory, breach of warranty express or implied, representation or other matter set forth within these 
Terms and Conditions of Auction or otherwise. In the event of a claim, Bidder agrees that such rights and 
privileges conferred therein are strictly construed as specifically declared herein, and are the exclusive remedy. 
Bidder, by non-compliance to these express terms of a granted remedy, shall waive any claim against 
Auctioneer. 

43. Notice: Some merchandise sold by Auctioneer is inherently dangerous e.g. firearms, cannons, and small items 
that may be swallowed or ingested or may have latent defects all of which may cause harm to a person. Buyer 
accepts all risk of loss or damage from its purchase of these items and Auctioneer disclaims any liability 
whether under contract or tort for damages and losses, direct or inconsequential, and expressly disclaims any 
warranty as to safety or usage of any lot sold. 

Dispute Resolution, Arbitration, and Remedies: 
By placing a bid or otherwise participating in Auction, Bidder accepts these Terms and Conditions of Auction, 
and specifically agrees to the dispute resolution provided herein. 

44. Exclusive Dispute Resolution Process: All claims, disputes, or controversies in connection with, relating to, 
and/or arising out of Bidder’s participation in Auction or purchase of any lot, any interpretation of the Terms 
and Conditions of Sale or any amendments thereto, any description of any lot or condition report, any damage 
to any lot, any alleged verbal modification of any term of sale or condition report or description, and/or any 
purported settlement whether asserted in contract, tort, under Federal or State statute or regulation, or any 
claim made by Bidder of a lot or Bidder’s participation in Auction involving the auction or a specific lot 
involving a warranty or representation of a consignor or other person or entity including Auctioneer {which 
claim Bidder consents to be made a party} (collectively, “Claim”) shall be exclusively heard by, and the 
claimant (or respondent) and Auctioneer each consent to the Claim being presented in a confidential binding 
arbitration before a single arbitrator administrated by and conducted under the rules of, the American 
Arbitration Association.

A 
consumer may elect arbitration as specified above. Any claim involving the purchase or sale of numismatic or 
related items may be submitted through binding PNG arbitration.

45. Choice of Law: Agreement and any Claim shall be determined and construed under Texas law. 

46. Fees and Costs: The prevailing party (a party that is awarded substantial and material relief on its damage 
claim based on damages sought versus awarded or the successful defense of a Claim based on damages sought 
versus awarded) may be awarded reasonable attorneys’ fees and costs. 

47. Remedies: Any Claim must be brought within two (2) years of the alleged breach, default or misrepresentation 
or the Claim is waived. After one (1) year has elapsed, Auctioneer’s maximum liability shall be limited to any 
commissions and fees Auctioneer earned on that lot. Auctioneer in no event shall be responsible for 
consequential damages, incidental damages, compensatory damages, or any other damages arising or claimed 
to be arising from the auction of any lot. Exemplary or punitive damages are not permitted and are waived. In 
the event that Auctioneer cannot deliver the lot or subsequently it is established that the lot lacks title, or other 
transfer or condition issue is claimed, in such cases the sole remedy shall be limited to rescission of sale and 
refund of the amount paid by Buyer; in no case shall Auctioneer’s maximum liability exceed the high bid on 
that lot, which bid shall be deemed for all purposes the value of the lot.
